To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote as the law directs, to meet at the Town Hall, on Wednes- 
day, the twenty-eighth day of March, current, at one o’clock in the after- 
noon, for the following purposes, to wit :— 

First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year; also to 
give in their votes, ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No,” on a separate ballot, in answer to the 
question, ‘‘ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
this town?” 

Third, To accept the List of Jurors as revised by the Selectmen, and 
posted according to law. 

Fourth, To hear and act upon the reports of town officers and com- 
mittees.

The undersigned Selectmen of Brookline, having given printed and writ-

Shurtleff, Wm. B. Munroe, Jr., A. C. Burrage, John F. Kinney, Archibald E. 
McDonald, Mary A. Mealey, Catherine Kelly, Eneas Smyth, Patrick Flem- 
ing, Margaret T. McCormack, Julia F. Canty, Edward Mealey, Ellen 
Mealey, being all the parties known to us to be interested in the subject 
matter of the sewers to be laid out, that we intend to lay out sewers as 
follows: Beginning at the terminus of the present sewer at Kerrigan Place, 
thence running westerly through land of Catherine Kelly, Mary A. Mealy, 
Town of Brookline, Archibald E. McDonald, crossing Leverett Street and 
through Winthrop Place to land of John F. Kinney, through said land to 
Cameron Street, thence through Cameron Street to land of Augustine 
Shurtleff, through said land to a passage-way leading to Cypress Street, 
thence along said passage-way to a point about seventy-five feet distant 
from Cypress Street; also connecting with said sewer and extending 
southerly in the following-named place and streets to points in each dis- 
tant from Boylston Street about fifty feet, to wit: in Boylston Place, in 
two parts of Cameron Street and in Leverett Street; such notices requiring 
such persons and corporation to appear before us at the Town Hall, on 
Monday, the 19th day of March, 1888, at five o’clock in the afternoon; and 
having caused such notices to be actually served according to law upon all 
such persons and corporation, by a constable of this town, at least seven 
days before the day so appointed for the hearing, and having given notice 
to them also, as well as all other persons (if any) who may be interested 
in the subject-matter of said sewers whose names are not known to us, or 
who have no place of abode in the town, or who have no tenant or author- 
ized agent known to us, by posting up a copy of the printed notice in three 
public places in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for the hearing: 

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for the 
hearing, and after hearing the parties, and their remarks and objections, 
and the route of the sewers having been viewed and examined by us, do 
adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience and the public 
health that the sewers should be laid out and maintained by the town as 
hereinafter described by their axis lines. 

Commencing at a point on the centre line of Kerrigan Place situated 
29.5 feet from the axis line of the location of the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, measured in the centre line of said Kerrigan Place, and running 
westerly for a distance of 482.39 feet, to the intersection of the centre line 
of Leverett Street and Winthrop Place. Thence running westerly for a 
distance of 108.55 feet, by the centre line of Winthrop Place. Thence 
running westerly through land of J. F. Kinney for a distance of 80 feet, 
and into a private way known as Cameron Street for a distance of 13.5 
feet. Thence running northwesterly for a distance of 22.30 feet, to a 
point in the centre line of Cameron Street. Thence running westerly by 
the centre line of Cameron Street for a distance of 247.66 feet. Thence 
running southerly by the centre line of Cameron Street for a distance of 
28.15 feet. Thence running westerly for a distance of 15 feet in Cameron 
Street and 74 feet in land of Augustine Shurtleff. Thence running south- 
westerly for a distance of 19 feet, to a point in the centre line of a private 
way laid out by Sarah A. Wentworth.

From Augustine Shurtleff, a parcel of land bounded easterly by Cameron 
Street six feet, northerly by a line parallel with and three feet distant from 
the axis line eighty feet, westerly by land of the Brookline Gas Light Co. 
and a private way twelve feet, southeasterly by other land of Augustine 
Shurtleff eight and one-half feet, southerly by the same by a line parallel 
with and three feet distant from the axis line seventy-four feet, containing 
four hundred and ninety-eight square feet. 

From the owners of the fee of Leverett Street, a parallel width of five 
feet on each side of the axis line, containing 300 square feet. Also from 
the same a parallel width of five feet on each side of the axis line, running 
southerly for a distance of 116 feet from the previously described taking 
in Leverett Street, containing 1,160 square feet.

The location of said sewers are in accordance with a plan of the same 
made by Alexis H. French, C. E., dated March 15th, 1888, approved by us, 
and such plan is adopted by us as a part of this record. 

We have estimated the damages sustained by the owners of lands, rights 
and interests, caused by laying out and the construction of said sewers, 
whether by taking property or by injuring property in any manner what- 
soever, and do estimate and determine the amount to be paid to the said 
parties, as follows: To Augustine Shurtleff one hundred seventy-four 4°, 
dollars; to Archibald E. McDonald one hundred sixty-five ,2° dollars; to 
John F. Kinney one hundred twelve dollars; to Catherine Kelly fifty-six 
dollars; to Edward Mealey et a/s. one hundred forty ,%°, dollars; to the 
owners of the fee of the foregoing private ways, we award the sum of 
one dollar,— amounting in all to $649.20. 

The said sewers are estimated to cost $7,000. 

The other aforesaid owners of the land in which said sewer is laid out,

and having also given notice to them and all other persons (if any) who 
may be interested in the subject-matter of said street, whose names are

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for the

From Arthur Rotch, a parcel of land bounded northerly and southerly 
by lines parallel with and twenty-tive feet distant from the centre line, and 
extending from land of Joseph H. White to land of the estate of Jacob 
W. Pierce, containing about 35,000 square feet.

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Under Article Ten,—‘‘ To act on the report of the Com- 
mittee on Water Waste and Leakage,”—Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son presented the report of the committee on the prevention 
of waste and leakage in the use of water, which had been 
printed and distributed among the inhabitants at the annual 
town meeting in March last, and offered the following votes, 


to wit :— 

Voted, That the regulation numbered 29 in the schedule of Annual 
Water Rates be annulled, and in place thereof be substituted the follow- 
ing, to wit :— \ 

‘©All meters hereafter set shall be furnished, set, maintained, and re- 
newed at the cost of the town, or under the supervision only of the Water 
Board; and there shall be paid therefor an annual rental of two dollars; 
provided, that any meter injured through the negligence of a water-taker, 
or by frost or fire, shall be repaired at his expense; provided, furthermore, 
that in no case where a meter is used the annual water rate shall be less 
than ten dollars.” 


Voted, That the sum of three thousand dollars, to be taken from the 
water receipts, be appropriated towards the purchase and introduction of 
meters for the ensuing year, under the authority now given by the Water 
Rates adopted by the town. 


On motion of Mr. Edward Atkinson, it was— 

Voted, That the report of the committee on the prevention of waste and 
leakage in the use of water, dated March 19th, 1888, be referred to a future 
town meeting, and that the vote on the adoption of the two votes offered 
in connection therewith be taken by ballot, the ballot to be taken when 
ordered by the meeting, after debate. 


Nineteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To hear and act upon the 
reports of town officers and committees.” 
On motion of Mr. William K. Melcher, it was— 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay an eight-inch main 
in Clinton and Buckminster Roads, a distance of about 1,000 feet, at an 
expense not exceeding fifteen hundred and twenty-five dollars,—the God- 
dard Land Company agreeing to pay 5 per cent per annum for five years, 
upon the cost of said extension, and filing with the Water Board the usual 
bond to this effect,—and that the sum of $1,525.00, to be taken from water 
receipts, be appropriated for that purpose.

sixty dollars, to be taken from water receipts, be appropriated for this 
purpose. 

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay a six-inch pipe in 
Allerton Street and Pond Avenue, as indicated by the petition of Jas. Dris- 
coll, and that the sum of one thousand and three hundred dollars, to be 
taken from water receipts, be appropriated for this purpose. 
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On motion of Mr. Clement K. Fay, it was— 


Voted, That the Water Board cause to be printed and distributed to the 
voters of the town the information upon the subject of water supply which 
has been collected by Desmond FitzGerald, Esq. 


Sixteenth and Seventeenth Articles taken up,—‘‘Sixteenth, 
To appropriate the sum of eleven thousand three hundred and 
seventy-five dollars for the construction of the sewer in Wash- 
ington Street, and authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same;” ‘‘Seventeenth, To appropriate the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars for the payment of the alterations necessary 
for the improvement of the acoustics of the Town Hall, and 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same.” 

On motion of Mr. Horace James, it was— 

Voted, That the sixteenth and seventeenth articles be indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Fourteenth Article taken up,—‘‘ To see if the town will 
make an additional appropriation of fifteen hundred dollars 
for the purpose of making additions to and alterations in the 
Library Building, and authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same.”

Voted, That the sum of six hundred and fifty dollars be appropriated to 
pay for rebuilding the fence around the town stable and Sewall Street 
School-house lots, to be taken from any unexpended balances in the 
Treasury. 

Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To act on the extension 
of sewers.” 

On motion of Mr. Horace James, it was— 


Voted, That the sum of ten thousand dollars be appropriated for the 
extension of the sewer system in the various streets and ways of the 
town, the said amount to be paid from sewer assessments, which have 
been or may be collected during the present fiscal year. 


Eighteenth Article taken up,—‘*To authorize and em- 
power the Selectmen to sell to the city of Boston the right 
of drainage of about fifty acres of its territory through the 
main sewer of the town of Brookline in St. Mary’s Street.”

Voted, That the Selectmen be, and they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to sell to the city of Boston, the right to drain a portion of its 
territory lying northeast of St. Mary’s Street in Brookline, containing 
about fifty acres, more or less, into the sewer in said St. Mary’s Street, 
upon such terms and conditions as may seem to the Selectmen, after 
further investigation of the subject by them, to be just and equitable.

The town of Brookline is hereby authorized to take, hold 
and convey into and through said town from Charles River, at any conven- 
ient point upon the same, water for the use of said town and the inhab- 
itants thereof, not exceeding one and one-half millions of gallons daily in 
addition to the one and one-half millions gallons daily which it is now 
authorized to take by chapter three hundred and forty-three of the Acts 
of the year 1872, making the whole quantity said town is authorized to 
take three millions of gallons daily. All the provisions of said chapter 
three hundred and forty-three shall apply to the additional one and one- 
half millions of gailons daily, in the same manner and to the same extent 
as said provisions apply to the one and one-half millions of gallons daily 
authorized to be taken by said chapter three hundred and forty-three. 

Said town for the purposes mentioned herein, and in said 
chapter three hundred and forty-three, may issue notes, scrip, or certifi- 
cates of debt to be denominated on the face thereof, Brookline Water 
Scrip, to an amount not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount of seven hundred thousand dollars which said town has 
been heretofore authorized to issue, to be issued upon the same terms and 
conditions and with the same powers as are granted in said chapter three 
hundred and forty-three; provided, that the whole amount of such notes, 
scrip, or certificates of debt issued by said town for the purposes herein 
mentioned shall not in any event exceed the sum of twelve hundred thou- 
sand dollars.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31st, 1889 :— 


Finances. 


In 1885, the Selectmen say in their annual report: ‘* The 
town has entered an era of exceptional growth and _ prosper- 
ity.” This has proved to be the fact. The increase in the 
valuation of the town in the past four years has been 
unparalleled in its history; in 1884 the valuation was 
$26,646,500, while in 1888 it has risen to $41,246,900, an 
increase of $14,600,400, or very nearly 55 per cent.’ It is 
a matter of satisfaction that in the past year the personal 
estate bears about the same ratio to the total valuation as in 
1884, being now 40 per cent of the whole, as against 42 per 
cent in 1884. At the same time the receipts of the town 
from corporation taxes collected by the State have increased 
about 41 per cent, having been $114,412.18 in 1888, and 
$81,005.97 in 1884. 

On the other hand, what is not so much a matter of con- 
gratulation, our gross debt, both funded and unfunded, now 
amounts to $1,660,600.00, the largest in the history of the 
town, the net increase in the past year having been 
$133,800.00. Deducting the estimated value of the sinking 
fund, $351,182.73, the net debt stands at $1,309,417.27, 
against $1,104,738.00 in 1885, an increase of a little more 
than 18 per cent. Of the new indebtedness $310,000 is for 
Beacon Street, $101,000 for new school-houses, $40,900 for 
the Washington Street bridge improvement, and the balance 
for sewers and other objects. The net debt is a little less 
than it has been in some years. Of this debt there will fall 
due the coming year $129,400.00, of which $44,200.00 is 
provided for by the sinking fund, and the balance, $85,200.00, 
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must be paid from taxes. With the exception of $42,000.00, 
payable Jan. 1, 1900, the whole debt is payable in the next 
nine years. The funded part, $1,070,200.00, will be provided 
for by the annual addition to the sinking fund of $62,500.00, 
the amount now appropriated, for the next three years, and 
of $59,000.00 annually thereafter until 1898. 

The expenditures of the town are constantly increasing, as 
must be the case when the town is growing as rapidly as at 
present, and new parts of the town are being developed and 
populated. In 1884-5 the total cash expenditures, excluding 
the payment of money borrowed in anticipation of taxes, 
were $486,972.83 ; in the past year, $931,012.59.* 

The following table shows how the larger ordinary ex- 
penses have increased the last four years.

Street Lights. 


A contract was made with the Brookline Gas Light Com- 
pany for furnishing and lighting all the street lights, whether 
electric, gas, or oil, the price paid to be the same as the 
year previous; viz., fifty cents per night for electric, ten 
and one-half cents for gas, and seven cents for oil or naphtha 
lights per night. The lamps are lighted and extinguished by 
a time card, the number of burning hours corresponding 
with the number of hours in which lights are burned in 
Boston. The following is a copy of the contract for the 
electric lighting : 

ELECTRIC LIGHT AGREEMENT. 


This agreement made this first day of May, 1888, between the town of 
Brookline by its Selectmen, of the one part, and the Brookline Gas Light 
Company, a corporation duly established by the laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, of the other part, witnesseth: ; 

Ist. The said Brookline Gas Light Company agrees to furnish electric 
light for ninety or more street arc lights in Brookline, each light to be of 
such candle-power as may be obtained from the strength of current not 
less than six amperes and forty-five volts for each arc lamp supplied by 
the said Company, to burn all night and every night, and to be lighted and 
extinguished at such times as the said Selectmen determine. 

2nd. The town of Brookline agrees to pay to the said Brookline Gas 
Light Company for electric light so furnished, at the rate of fifty cents a 
night for each and every light so lighted and maintained, and to make 
payment therefor monthly. 

3rd. It is understood and agreed that in case of the failure or neglect 
of said Company to furnish and keep lighted said lights or any of them as 
above agreed, then shall be forfeited and deducted from the sums to be 
paid by said town of Brookline under this contract, an amount for each 
lamp or light so omitted to be lighted, equal to double the rate to be paid 
for lighting the same under this contract as above provided; it being fur- 
ther understood and agreed that in case the failure to furnish the light is 
caused by the act of God or unavoidable accidents the amount deducted 
shall be only at the rate to be paid under this contract. And the Brook- 
line Gas Light Company further agrees to indemnify the town of Brookline 
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for any loss or expense it may be put to from any claim or claims arising 
from the erection, maintenance, use or otherwise of said Company’s poles, 
wires and apparatus, or from the use of electricity for lighting or other- 
wise; and the said Company further agrees not to cut, injure or deface 
any tree or trees growing in the streets of said town, on any property of 
said town, without the written permission of the Selectmen of said town, 
or any private property without the permission of the owner thereof; and 
the said Company furthur agrees that at the expiration or lawful termina- 
tion of this agreement, upon the request of the Selectmen of the said town, 
to remove at the expense of the said Company, any and all of its poles, 
wires, apparatus, and to leave the sidewalks and streets from which the 
same are removed in as good condition as they were in when the said plant 
was put up, or ordered to be removed; and the said Company further 
agrees to indemnify the town of Brookline from any loss or expense it 
may be put to from any infringement or claim of any infringement of any 
patent right or rights in the use of the said electric lights, apparatus, 
machinery and appliances connected therewith. 

5th. The said Company agrees that if the Selectmen of Brookline, after 
petition and hearing, shall so determine, any electric light or lights under 
this contract may be changed to a gas or oil lamp, and in such case the 
sum to be paid to the said Company under this contract shall be reduced 
by the cost of the light or lights so changed. 

This agreement shall take effect on the first day of May, 1888, and shall 
continue in force until the first day of May, 1889, and thereafter until a 
new agreement shall be made, or either of the said parties hereto shall 
notify the other of its wish to terminate the same. ,

BROOKLINE Gas LIGHT COMPANY, 
By RoBertT Amory, President. 


Kent Street from Francis Street to Harvard Square has 
been lighted with electric lights, Pond Avenue its entire 
length with oil, also Grove and a part of South Street with 
oil lights. Ina few cases electric lights have been by re- 
quest substituted for gas, and some oil lights changed to 
gas, and some additional lights of the various kinds placed 
where necessity seemed to require it. The whole number of 
lights in use February Ist, 1889, is 461, including the two 
on the Cypress Street playground. Of these 124 are electric 
(four being incandescent), 238 are gas and 99 oil lights. The 
usual table, giving location, number and kind of light is an- 
nexed. At the same rates as paid last year these lights 
will cost $33,915.80; add for new lights, say $2,000. Total 
$35,915.80.

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Police. 


The police force has been increased the past year by the 
addition of one patrolman, and another has been appointed 
to take the place of James F. Quinn, resigned. With these ex- 
ceptions the organization is the same as last year,—the chief, 
three sergeants, an inspector, and nineteen patrolmen. ‘The 
work of the department has been performed with the same 
energy and fidelity that have been commended in the past. 
How extensive and varied this work is may be seen from the 
report of the chief hereinafter printed. The police are most 
generally regarded as a protection from crimes and as instru- 
ments for securing the arrest and punishment of offenders 
against the laws. But it will be seen from the report 
referred to that a large and very important part of their work 
consists in reporting defects in the public ways, in the street 
lights, and in the water pipes, and by their promptness in 
finding and reporting such defects, saving the town from lia- 
bility for accidents. The value of this part of their services 
goes far to justify the large expenditure which the town 
makes for this department. It will bé seen, however, that 
the chief feels a necessity arising for an increase in the force, 
in spite of the fact that its efficiency has been so greatly 
increased by the introduction of the police telegraph, the 
electric light, and the patrol wagon. It must be admitted 
that the reasons given for an increase are forcible and will 
appeal strongly to those who suffered from the burglaries of 
the past year. But communities with much larger police 
forces suffered at the same time, and it cannot be supposed 
that Brookline will escape, even with a very large increase in 
the number of patrolmen. With the appropriation as large 
as it now is we do not feel like recommending an increase at 
present, but suggest that in case of emergency the Selectmen 
should appoint special officers, to be paid from the police ap- 
propriation or from the appropriation for contingencies. Six 
special officers were appointed in January last by the present 
board, when burglars were at work in this neighborhood, and 
were paid from the police appropriation. It might also be 
well to have special officers for Sunday, if the opening of 
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Beacon Street or other causes lead to an increase of the petty 
depredations to which we are exposed by the crowds who 
flock into our town on that day. For the prevention of ordi- 
nary crimes and the performance of the ordinary duties 
required of the force we think the present number sufficient. 


Fire Departinent. 


The Fire Department is well equipped with the most im- 
proved apparatus and all the modern appliances for the 
protection of life and property against fire. The work per- 
formed by the officers and men of this department during the 
year will command the support of all our citizens. The 
engine houses are in good condition, as will be seen by the 
Engineers’ report. Three of the horses should be exchanged 
this year for others better adapted to the wants of the 
department. Chap. 310 of the-Acts of 1888, requiring cities 
and towns to provide certain pieces of apparatus for the better 
protection of life and means of escape from high buildings in 
case of fire, has been complied with. The streets of four 
small districts adjacent to the engine houses have been 
watered as heretofore during the summer months by this 
department. ; 

The matter of providing a suitable house for Hose 3 
necessarily comes up again this year. The present building 
is small and not at all suited for fire department purposes, 
being at a considerable distance from the street, and by having 
to pass through a narrow gateway in response to an alarm of 
fire, the liability to accident is very great, especially in the 
night. In 1886, when Hose 3 was established, Mr. Edward 
Atkinson offered to the town the free use of the building now 
occupied by the company. In March, 1888, the Selectmen 
received from the trustees of the Heath estate notice that the 
building occupied by Hose 3 for the use of the fire depart- 
ment would have to be vacated. After a consultation with 
the trustees the building was rented for one year from 
April Ist, 1888, at the rate of $300 a year, so that the 
fire department is merely a tenant, and likely to be ordered 
out at the end of the year. It is understood, however, that 
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the building can be rented for another year at the same rate. 
In view of the above facts, and the rapid increase of build- 
ing in this portion of the town, and the necessity of properly 
maintaining a branch of the fire department in the neighbor- 
hood, it seems as if a suitable place should be provided for 
the Hose Company, and we therefore recommend the pur- 
chase of land and the erection of a building for the use of the 
fire department in that section of the town. 


Fire and Police Telegraph System. 


At the annual meeting, 1888, $2,000 was appropriated for 
the extension and maintenance of the fire and police tele- 
graph. Those boxes already in use had been supplied by 
the Gamewell Company, and the fire boxes had worked very 
well; but the police boxes had not been satisfactory at 
all times. The new contract was given to the same company 
for two more fire boxes and five police boxes, including 
putting up the necessary wire, the company agreeing 
to give the town an improved style of police box, and in 
addition to change all the old boxes for improved boxes with- 
out expense to the town. The company was all summer 
making and perfecting these police boxes, and they are now 
in place and giving good service [see Police Report], al- 
though the Gamewell Company is not quite satisfied, and has 
not yet sent in a bill for the police boxes or the wiring. 
The whole price to be paid on the contract was $1,490, and 
of this only $250, the price of the two fire boxes, has been 
paid. The cost of maintenance, which includes rent of tele- 
phones in the boxes, has proved greater than was expected, 
and the Board would respectfully recommend a definite pro- 
vision for the maintenance of this system, including the 
services of a special attendant for the ensuing year.

As per vote passed Nov. 8th, 1888, the balance of the ap- 
propriation for the Boylston Place sewer was transferred to 
the account for surface drains in Warren and Cottage Streets 
and the sewer extension account. The sewers in Beacon 
Street have been completed and accepted. These con- 
sist of a sewer in each roadway the entire length of the 
street. The larger or main sewer is in the south roadway, 
and the sewer in the north roadway is connected therewith 
by branch sewers at intervals along the line. Branch sewers 
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extending to or beyond the side lines of Beacon Street have 
been put in at all intersecting streets. Surface water drains 
have been laid and connected with the brook channels where- 
ever practicable. The total cost of the sewers in Beacon 
Street proper was $76,170.09; the cost of culverts and sur- 
face water drainage was $9,943.59, and these amounts were 
paid from the appropriation for the construction of Beacon 
Street. Something more than half of the sewers in Beacon 
Street were laid in 1887, but as they were not completed, 
were not included in the report for that year. Counting 
the whole of the Beacon Street sewers and surface drains as 
of this year’s work, we have a total of 42,372.04 feet, with 
the necessary manholes and catch basins, at a cost of 
$122,763.67. On this there has been levied assessments 
amounting to $45,605.54, of which $18,852.78 was levied on 
Beacon Street and the balance on other sewers, as shown by 
the following table. As the sewers in Beacon Street, west 
of Winthrop Road, have no outlet, no assessment has been 
levied. 

As authorized by the town, application has been made to 
the Legislature now in session, for leave to build a sewer in 
a part of Newton and a part of Boston, in order to drain the 
Chestnut Hill district, so called. A hearing has been given 
upon the matter and it is probable the petition will be granted. 

At the special town meeting held June 28th, 1888, it was— 

Voted, That the Selectmen be, and they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to sell to the city of Boston, the right to drain a portion of its 
territory lying northeast of St. Mary’s Street in Brookline, containing 
about fifty acres, more or less, into the sewer in said St. Mary’s Street, 
upon such terms and conditions as may seem to the Selectmen, after 
further investigation of the subject by them, to be just and equitable. 

As authorized by this vote, we have sold to the city of 
Boston the right. to drain so much of its territory as lies 
northeast of St. Mary’s Street, and between the location of 
the Boston & Albany railroad main line and the Brookline 
branch, so called, containing about 26 acres, and also the 
right to drain directly into the main sewer from the lots 
fronting on St. Mary’s Street on the Boston side, they 
paying therefor the sum of $3,783.34, and their proportion 
of the cost of maintenance of the main sewer in the future.

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Surface Water Drainage. 


The facilities for removing the surface water in the south 
part of the town have been increased during the year by two 
catch basins on Warren Street, one on the west side oppo- 
site the estate of J. L. Gardner, Esq., and the other just 
across the street opposite estate of Charles S. Sargent, Esq., 
both of which discharge through a tile drain into the pond 
on the Sargent place, the right to maintain such drain hav- 
ing been released to the town for ten years. Also the sur- 
face water of Goddard Avenue has been collected in two 
catch basins at the corner of Cottage Street, and is carried 
under Cottage Street to the brook running into Sargent’s 
Pond. It is expected that this will divert a large flow of 
water which has formerly done much damage along Cottage 
Street as far as the Boston line. Amount appropriated, 
$1,220; cost of above, $947.52. 


Beacon Street. 


Beacon Street was altered and widened by the Selectmen 
March 21, 1887, and the alteration and widening accepted 
by the town March 29, 1887. The last annual town report 
contains a statement in detail of the work done up to Feb- 
ruary 21, 1888. During the past season the work has been 
pushed so rapidly that in December last the Selectmen 
were notified by the contractor, Mr. Whitney, of the prac- 
tical completion of the road. The Board investigated the 
work, reported some details requiring attention, and finally, 
after a further examination and report by the Superintendent 
of Streets and a committee of the Board, it was voted, De- 
cember 26, 1888, ‘‘ That the whole of Beacon Street except 
the north roadway west of Englewood Avenue and the 
planting spaces which have not been seeded, be accepted 
upon condition that such planting spaces be finished and the 
excepted roadway rolled by Mr. Whitney as early as possi- 
ble in the spring, that tree-guards be furnished according to 
the contract, that the town shall have the benefit of the 
guaranty upon the contract for planting the trees which 
Mr. Whitney holds, and that the sum of five hundred and 
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thirty-eight dollars ($538) shall be retained by the town for 
repairs now needed upon the gutters.” 

The guaranty in regard to the trees referred to, euarantees 
that ‘‘the trees shall be living and of reasonably healthy ap- 
pearance in the spring following the planting of those set 
out in the spring, and the next spring but one following the 
planting of those set out in the fall.” The water pipes, 
hydrants and stand pipes for watering carts have all been 
put in under the direction of the Water Board of the town; 
the sewers, surface-water drains and culverts have been laid 
and built in accordance with plans approved by the Select- 
men, and profiles of the sewers and drains with the engi- 
neer’s notes of the same have been deposited with the town. 
As was anticipated in our last report, the expense of the 
sewers, surface-water drains and culverts has been greater 
by a very considerable sum than was estimated in the origi- 
nal report to the town, it being impossible at that time to 
say just what would be required. With these exceptions 
the extra work upon the street has been small, consisting 
principally of extra plank walks and street crossings.. We 
think the street has been well built, and if properly cared 
for, will make a beautiful and attractive avenue, as in fact it 
is already. It is to be remembered, however, that the 
street is not a parkway, but a public highway, subject to all 
the travel and teaming that may pass that way, and there- 
fore the wear and tear and difficulty and expense of keeping 
it in good condition will be very great. We feel that it is 
better to keep this expense independent of the regular high- 
way appropriation in order that the town may know just 
what the cost of maintenance is, and have therefore had an 
estimate made, including cost of watering. 

We regret that we are unable to report much progress in 
the settlement of the suits for damages arising from the 
widening of the street. The present condition of these 
suits is shown in the report of the counsel for the town 
upon a subsequent page, to which we refer. The claim of 
W. C. Whittle, to whom no award was made, was settled 
by the payment of $600, that amount having been voted by 
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the town when the matter was reported by the Selectmen at 
the meeting held Nov. 8th, last. The claim of the estate of 
C. L. Clark, to which an award of $138,000 was made, was 
settled for that amount, the Selectmen agreeing, on behalf 
of the town, to assume any betterments which may be 
assessed. Mr. Kittredge, counsel for the estate, made a 
very much larger claim than this, but after several inter- 
views with us was willing to concede that the betterment 
would be a substantial sum, and in fact took off $1,000 from 
the award on that account, as the settlement was for $12,000 
and interest, which brought the amount up to the original 
sum of $13,000. Emily J. Northend has accepted her award 
of $2,000, leaving her estate subject to betterment. 
The account with Beacon Street now stands as follows:

As an offset to the cost of the sewers, assessments have been 
levied amounting to $18,852.78, and a further sum of about 
$8,000 will be levied as soon as the Clark Road and Dean 
Road sewer is built, so as to afford an outlet to the Beacon 
Street system west of Winthrop Road. 

From the account above it is apparent that a further ap- 
propriation will have to be made for the payment of part of 


*Of this amount $310,000 has been borrowed already, and $70,000 is to be borrowed before 
July Ist, next, all at 4 per cent. 


{The awards in these cases amounted to $111,610.00. 
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the land damages. In regard to betterments, the Act 
under which the street was widened provides that ‘* the 
betterments, on account of said alteration and widening, 
may be assessed at any time within three years from the 
acceptance of such alteration and widening by the town,” 
and therefore the assessment must be made _ before 
March 29, 1890, by the next Board of Selectmen. That 
there is a substantial betterment to estates upon and 
near this street peculiar to these estates and caused 
directly by the widening and alteration of the street, seems 
to us undeniable and amply proved by the prices obtained 
for such estates, which seem fully to justify also all that was 
claimed in that respect by the originator of the improve- 
ment, Mr. Whitney, and his most sanguine supporters. 
There is every evidence now that a large amount of building 
will soon begin upon the street, and the taxable value of 
abutting lands be largely increased in this desirable way. 


Kent Street. 


This street was designated in our last annual report as © 
Harrison Place Extension. The name Kent Street was 
adopted at the annual town meeting, April 16th, 1888. 
The street was completed and opened for travel about June 
1st, 1888, and is at present in good condition. The whole 
amount appropriated and expended was $28,013.13. 


Buckminster and Clinton Roads. 


These roads forming a continuous thoroughfare from Sum- 
ner Road to Fisher Avenue were laid out by the Selectmen 
March 20, 1888, and were accepted by the town at the 
adjourned annual meeting, April 23d, 1888. The roads are 
laid out of a uniform width of fifty feet, but a part of Buck- 
minster Road through the estate of Joseph H. White, is 
constructed to a width of forty feet only. Nothing has been 
spent by the town for the construction of these roads. 


Cypress Street Widening. 


Cypress Street between Walnut and Boylston Streets was 
widened by the Selectmen June 11, 1888, to a minimum 
width of fifty feet, and the widening accepted by the town at 
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the meeting of June 28, 1888. The work has all been done at 
an expense, including land damages, of $3,058,—$3,000 
being the amount appropriated, and $58 the receipts for 
loam sold from the land taken for the widening. 


Elm Street. 


Elm Street, thirty feet wide, leading from Davis Avenue to 
Cypress Street, was laid out by the Selectmen under its 
former name of Jones Avenue, March 20, 1888, and accepted 
by the town at the adjourned annual meeting, April 23, 1888, 
when the name of Elm Street was given to the avenue. ‘The 
street was constructed by private owners with gravel side- 
walks. Since its acceptance as a townway edgestones and 
a concrete sidewalk have been laid the greater part of both 
sides of the street, at a total expense of $925. 


St. Paul Street Grade. 


The grade of St. Paul Street just north of Beacon Street 
has been raised in accordance with the vote of the town 
passed at the adjourned annual meeting, April 16, 1888, one- 
half the expense being borne by Mr. d’Hauteville in accord- 
ance with his proposition submitted to the town at that 
meeting. The expense to the town was $1,823.62. The 
grade is now about five feet in a hundred. 


Changes in Names of Streets. 


At the meeting held June 28, 1888, the name of that part 
of Fisher Avenue, between Chestnut Hill Avenue and Buck- 
minster Road was changed to Buckminster Road. At the 
same meeting the name of Elm Street, the short street be- 
tween Walnut and Boylston Streets, was changed to High 
Street, and the name of that part of Thayer Street be- 
tween Waverly Street and Davis Avenue was changed to 
Waverly Street. 

Highway Bridges. 

There are three bridges across the Brookline branch of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad which are probably to be built 
in the near future and in part at least by the town; one upon 
Cypress Street, one upon Aspinwall Avenue, and a third 
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upon a new street to be called Dean Road. The County 
Commissioners have passed their decree for the bridge on 
Cypress Street, and a full report of the proceedings in this 
matter and its present status is given in the report of the 
counsel for the town, Messrs. M. and C. A. Williams, 
hereinafter printed. The land damages awarded amount to 
$23,455.00, and the estimated cost of the bridge, culvert, 
etc., $44,000.00. 

On June 4th, last, the Selectmen petitioned the County 
Commissioners that the bridge on Aspinwall Avenue 
might be widened to the full width of the avenue, fifty feet, 
and on August 14, following, a hearing in the matter was 
ordered by them at our Town Hall for September 21. The 
Selectmen were heard at that time and no opposition was 
made, but the Boston and Albany Railroad desired that the 
span of the bridge might also be increased to allow of four 
tracks, and the height of the bridge raised. The Commis- 
sioners asked that these matters might be agreed upon if 
possible with the Boston and Albany Railroad before they 
took further action. Mr. Thomas Aspinwall has been em- 
ployed as engineer to make the necessary survey and plans, 
and negotiations are still pending with the railroad company. 
The estimated cost of this bridge is $29,326, exclusive of land 
damages, and it is expected that the railroad company will 
agree to pay all the extra cost necessary to give them the 
increased accommodation they require. 

In the matter of the Dean Road bridge the only step 
actually taken thus far has been a petition on Nov. 12, 
1888, to the Railroad Commissioners by the Selectmen, 
to determine the height of the bridge above the tracks of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad. On Nov. 80, 1888, the Com- 
missioners consented that the height might be not less than 
sixteen and one-half feet. The Selectmen have no estimate 
at present of the probable cost of this bridge. 


Street Railways. 


On June 28, 1888, a petition was received from the West 
End Street Railway Company for leave to establish, main- 
tain and use the electric system of motive power in the 
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operation of its cars, and that it be allowed to erect and 
maintain poles to sustain overhead wires for that purpose on 
Beacon Street, from the Boston line near St. Mary’s Street 
to the Boston line near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and on 
Harvard Street and Longwood Avenue, from the Boston line 
next the Brighton district to the Boston line on Longwood 
Avenue; all the poles to be located and erected to the satis- 
faction of the Selectmen, and a plan of the streets showing 
the location of all the poles to be filed with the board before 
the same were erected. A public hearing in the lower Town 
Hall was given on this petition, July 16, at which great oppo- 
sition was manifested to the grant of the privilege on Long- 
wood Avenue, and this part of the petition was subsequently 
withdrawn. The “board visited Salem and inspected the 
electric system in use there, and on August 3d it was voted 
that permission be granted to the company to operate its cars 
on Beacon and Harvard Streets by electricity ; on Beacon 
Street by the overhead system and on Harvard Street by the 
conduit system. At the next meeting of the board Messrs. 
Whitney and Cummings appeared and demonstrated the 
impracticability of using the conduit system on Harvard 
Street. Numerously signed petitions in favor of the Com- 
pany’s petition were subsequently received, and the board 
finally voted on August 13th to reconsider the former vote 
and to allow the use of the overhead system on Harvard 
Street. The right, both on Beacon Street and Harvard 
Street, is granted on condition that the poles and wires 
shall be removed when so ordered by the Selectmen. On 
September 24th, 1888, a remonstrance signed by some thirty 
citizens against the use of the overhead system was received 
and also a petition for re-opening the whole matter. A 
public hearing upon these was given in the lower Town Hall 
on the evening of October 18, last. No new objection was 
raised which had not been fully considered before, and the 
board the same evening gave the petitioners leave to with- 
draw. The tracks of the West End Company have been 
completed to Chestnut Hill Reservoir; the electric overhead 
system has been introduced on Harvard and Beacon Streets, 
and since December last has been in successful operation. 
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September 4th, 1888, a petition was received, signed by 
most of the abutters on Longwood Avenue, for the removal 
of the horsecar tracks from the avenue. <A hearing was 
given in the lower Town Hall on the evening of Oct. 3d, 
prior to which time, however, a request had been received 
from the petitioners that the matter might be indefinitely 
postponed. No appearance was made at the hearing by 
them, but the remonstrants were heard, and the petitioners 
were subsequently given leave to withdraw. 

No new locations have been asked for. 


Public Grounds. 


During the past year but little has been done on the 
public grounds except to keep them in fair condition. The 
coming year the Brookline Avenue Playground will be in- 
cluded in the public grounds needing attention, and it is 
desirable also that the triangular lot of land owned by the 
town on Dudley Street should be improved and made sightly 
at least. The appropriation for public grounds is also looked 
to for the care of all the grounds around the school-houses 
and other public buildings, and as considerable concreting is 
necessary to make some of the school-yards available as 
playgrounds, we have recommended an appropriation large 
enough to accomplish these objects. The two lights hereto- 
fore paid for from this appropriation we have included in the 
street lights, where they seemed properly to belong. 


The Brook in the Village. 


The Legislature of 1887 passed an Act to authorize the 
town of Brookline to improve the brooks and _ natural 
streams within the limits of the town, a copy of which is 
annexed to this report. For several years that portion of 
the brook which runs through the village along the line of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, from Cypress Street to 
Washington Street, has been out of repair, and in times of 
freshet dangerous; and as a result, many complaints have 
been made by residents and owners of property in the im- 
mediate vicinity. White Place, which in 1885 was laid out 
as a public way by the Selectmen, and accepted by the 
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town, has been damaged by the overflow of the brook at 
a point on the north side of the railroad at the entrance to 
the culvert under the railroad at the bath-house. The estates 
on the south side of the railroad from the lower part of 
Kerrigan Place to Washington Street, have been many times 
flooded, and much fault has been found and many requests 
made to the Selectmen to provide a remedy. 

Feeling that many of the complaints made were well 
founded, the Selectmen, after carefully considering the mat- 
ter, requested Mr. A. H. French, C. E., to make a survey 
of the brook along the line of the railroad from Washington 
Street to Cypress Street, with a view to suggesting necessary 
improvements, and with authority to consult and call to his 
aid such engineering assistance as he might deem needful. 
Mr. French immediately entered into the work, and in ac- 
cordance with the above instructions made a survey and pre-. 
pared plans, having in the meantime called in as consulting 
engineer Mr. F. P. Stearns, one of the engineers in charge 
of the Stony Brook improvement for the city of Boston. 

The part of the brook which seemed to demand the imme-, 
diate attention of the Selectmen was that portion from the 
north side of the culvert under the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road at the bath-house to the point at which it is proposed 
to turn the channel to the parkway, as it is supposed to 
be a part of the Park Commissioners’ plan to turn the course 
of the brook, carrying it through Washington Street and 
Morss Avenue to the great basin of the Riverdale Park. 
The plan proposed by the Selectmen for the improvement 
of this part of the work provided for a covered channel 
eight feet six inches wide and seven feet six inches deep, 
with a brick arch built on stone masonry, covered with earth 
and loamed and grassed over, at an estimated cost of eigh- 
teen thousand dollars. 

On May 24th, 1888, the Selectmen gave notice of their 
intention to lay out as a public water course the brook along 
the line of the Boston and Albany Railroad from the bath- 
house to the covered channel near Washington Street, ac- 
cording to a plan made by A. H. French, C. E., and ordered 
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that a public hearing be given to all persons interested, on 
the evening of June 6th, in the lower Town Hall. Notice 
was accordingly served on each of the abutters, including 
the Boston and Albany Railroad Corporation. Nearly all 
those interested attended the hearing, and the subject was 
very thoroughly discussed. 

It may be proper in this connection to briefly state the 
extent of the town’s rights in the land along the line of the 
brook. In 1883, when the sewer was laid from Washington 
Street to Kerrigan Place, the town acquired an easement 
in a strip of land fourteen feet wide along the line of the 
railroad for sewer purposes. But in order to carry out the 
improvement contemplated by the plan proposed by the 
Selectmen, it was found necessary to move the old sewer 
back four feet, and to take moré land for the sewer, which 
would have to be relaid, and make a new taking for the 
brook in the old sewer location. 

While the abutters were favorable to the proposed im- 
provement, those who had given to the town the easement 
referred to, some of whom had also paid a sewer assess- 
ment, objected to sign a release or give an easement in their 
land unless the town would agree to assume all grade or 
other damages, remove buildings where necessary, refund 
sewer assessments where paid, and make certain suggested 
improvements which would entail considerable additional 
expense. The Selectmen were unwilling to make such con- 
cessions, nor did they deem it wise to lay the brook out 
under the betterment law, as might be done, and conse- 
quently nothing further has been done in the matter. 

The very exhaustive report of the Engineers, herewith ap 
pended, proves the necessity of improving the brook at the 
point indicated. 

In order to straighten the course, it is proposed to carry 
the brook on the southerly side of the railroad from Cypress 
Street to the point at which it is proposed to turn the stream 
to the parkway. While this plan would be more expensive 
than an improvement which would contemplate following the 
present course of the brook, it is well to bear in mind that 
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a considerable portion of the expense should be borne by the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, since that corporation will be 
largely benefited by the change. The railroad company will 
be relieved of the cost of maintaining two culverts now neces- 
sary within this short distance. It will greatly lessen the 
injury to the tracks by washouts in times of freshet, and will 
materially reduce the expense of keeping the roadbed in re- 
pair. The discontinuance of the brook on the north side, 
between Davis Avenue and the railroad, will give to the 
estates through which it passes a large tract of dry land that 
would be available for building purposes. This, with the 
removal of any further damage to White Place from flood- 
ing, and the important consideration that the abutters would 
no longer be liable to maintain the brook on their lands, 
seems to furnish strong arguments in favor of the alterations 
and changes proposed. ‘The cost of this part of the improve- 
ment exclusive of land damages, viz., from Cypress Street 
to the bath-house, is estimated at $27,000. 

In June, 1888, the Selectmen notified the Boston and Al- 
bany Railroad Company that thereafter they would hold that 
corporation responsible for any damage done to White Place 
from the overflow of the brook on the north side of the rail- 
road culvert. The Selectmen being desirous of preventing 
any further damage by overflow to White Place, in October, 
1888, instructed the chairman of the board to confer with 
the officials of the Boston and Albany Railroad and request 
them to widen the culvert under the railroad at the bath- 
house to the extent of five feet, which they willingly con- 
sented to do and have since completed at the expense of 
the corporation. 

About the same time the Selectmen obtained from the 
heirs of the late E. C. Emerson permission to build a wall 
on their land along the east side of the brook from the line 
of the railroad location fora distance of about fifty feet. 
The wall has since been built at the expense of the town, 
and also an embankment further back at the line of the 
fence between the Emerson estate and land formerly of C. 
D. Lincoln. © The brook has also been widened on the north 
side’of the railroad in the Emerson meadow, also the culvert 
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under the railroad at the bath-house, all of which will to 
some extent protect White Place from being flooded in 
the future. 

The Selectmen have encountered much the same difficul- 
ties in obtaining releases from owners of estates on the line 
of the proposed improvement as are generally met with in 
nearly every case where settlements have to be made with 
people of small means. The small homestead which these 
people own in many cases represents all they possess, and 
they are extremely careful that no part of it, or any rights 
they may have, shall be taken without what to them appears 
to be an equivalent for what they give. While a 
willingness has been shown on the part of many of the 
abutters on the line of the brook to aid the Selectmen 
in carrying out this much needed improvement, others have 
raised objections, and have been unwilling to admit that the 
improvement was of any benefit to them. It may therefore 
be necessary to lay the brook out without first obtaining the 
customary releases, in order to solve one of the most difficult 
questions with which the town has got to deal; namely, the 
best way to prevent the frequent overflowing of this very 
troublesome stream. 


[Chapter 99, Acts of 1887. ] 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE TO IMPROVE THE BROOKS 
AND NATURAL STREAMS WITHIN THE LIMITS OF SAID TOWN. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows :— 


SECTION 1. The Selectmen of the town of Brookline, for the purpose of 
surface drainage, may, within the limits of said town, improve the brooks 
and natural streams fiowing in or through said town, by widening the 
same, removing obstructions in or over the same, diverting the water, 
altering the courses or deepening the channels thereof; and the more 
effectually to make said improvements may take land, in fee simple or 
otherwise, not exceeding four rods in width, on either side of the present 
channels of any such brook or natural stream, or for new channels into 
which said waters may be diverted, within the limits of said town. 

Sect. 2. When land is taken by virtue of the preceding section, the 
proceedings shall be the same as in the laying out of townways. 

Sect. 3. Damages occasioned by the making of said improvements 
shall be ascertained and recovered as in the laying out of townways. 

Srecr. 4. At any time within two years after any brook or natural 
stream in said town is improved, in any of the ways mentioned in the first 
section of this act, under an order declaring the same to be done under 
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the provisions of law authorizing the assessment of betterments, if, in the 
opinion of the board of officers of said town authorized to lay out ways 
therein, any real estate in said town, including that, if any, a part of which 
is taken therefor, receives any benefit or advantage therefrom beyond the 
general advantages to all real estate in said town, such board may deter- 
mine the value of said benefit and advantage to such real estate, and may 
assess upon the same a proportional share of the expense of making such 
improvement; but no such assessment shall exceed one-half of such ad- 
judged benefit and advantage, nor shall the same be made until the work 
of making such improvement is completed; and all laws now or hereafter 
in force in relation to the assessment and collection of betterments in the 
case of the laying out, altering, widening, grading or discontinuing of 
townways shall, so far as the same are appplicable and not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, apply to the doings of said town and its 
officers under this act; and all persons upon whose estates betterments 
shall be assessed under the provisions of this act, who are aggrieved 
thereby, shall have the same remedies as are now or may hereafter be 
provided by law for the cases of persons aggrieved by the assessment or 
levy of betterments in the laying out of townways. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage so far as to allow 
said town to vote upon the acceptance thereof, but shall not take full effect 
until it shall have been accepted at a legal town meeting held in said town.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline :— 

Srrs,—I have been requested by your engineer, Mr. A. H. French, to 
consider what measures should be taken to prevent the recurrence of 
floods along the line of the Boston and Albany Railroad above Washing- 
ton Street; and having in consultation with him arrived at some conclu- 
sions, I am further requested to report them to you. 

The problem presented is the construction of a channel that will carry 
off the largest volume of water that may come to it from heavy rains, 
either alone or in connection with melting snow and ice, without permit- 
ting the water to rise high enough to cause damage to property. 

In connection with this I was told that it was considered desirable to 
have some of the water of this brook discharge into the proposed pond in 
the Riverdale improvement above Tremont Street. 

The principal features to be determined were: 

1. The amount of water to be provided for. 

2. The kind of channel to be constructed. 


QUANTITY OF WATER TO BE PROVIDED FoR. 


The quantity of water to be provided for is the greatest amount that 
may flow off from the wat: 1ed above the proposed channel during ex- 
tremely heavy rains or during heayy rains accompanied by the melting of 
snow already on the ground. It was the latter condition that produced 
the flood in the Stony Brook Valley in February, 1886. 

With any given rainfall the amount of water falling per acre in different 
valleys not far apart is about the same; but the proportion of the rainfall 
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that will reach the lower end of the valley at the time of maximum flow 
depends upon the size of the watershed, the steepness of the slopes, the 
character of the surfaces as regards perviousness, and to a very large ex- 
tent upon the amount of low land not provided with suflicient channels or 
outlets to carry away the water of extreme freshets as fast as it comes, 
which consequently act as storage reservoirs, retaining much water until 
the floods have begun to subside. 

It is not safe to consider that the present conditions will remain con- 
stant. The building of new, smooth and comparatively impervious streets, 
the construction of buildings, the grading of grounds, and, particularly 
the building of sewers, enlarged drains from low lands, and the enlarge- 
ment of culverts under roads and railroads eae a large increase 
in the flood volumes of the future. 

Having carefully examined the watershed above the proposed channel, 
and having due regard for the changes which may occur in the future, I 
have concluded that the quantity of water to be provided for below Cy- 
press Street is 900 cubic feet per second. This is very nearly equivalent 
to one-half inch in depth of water flowing off per hour from the whole 
watershed, excepting, however, the surfaces of the several water works 
reservoirs which do not contribute to the flood discharge. 

The provision here made per acre is twice the amount made by the 
commission on Stony Brook for its new channel. 


THE CHANNEL. 

The kinds of channels to be considered are three: 

1. An open channel with loose stone side walls, of which the present 
channel may be called an example, cheap, temporary, and difficult to main- 
tain in an efficient condition. 

2. An open channel with walls laid in mortar and bottom paved; some- 
what expensive, not wholly permanent unless the walls are made very 
thick to withstand the action of the frost, and requiring much attention to 
remove articles thrown or tumbled in, and to keep the channel in repair. 

3. A covered channel substantially built of masonry laid in mortar, 
protected from freezing by a covering of earth. Such a channel if made 
of sufficient capacity would be permanent, could not be made a receptacle 
for refuse, and would be by far the best channel from a sanitary point of 
view, or for the conveyance of water in a sufliciently pure condition to 
the proposed pond above Tremont Street. 

An open channel is a source of danger to children Hy ee along its 
banks and to trains in case of derailment. Such dangers would be avoided 
by the construction of a covered channel of the kind mentioned. 

I will first consider in detail the covered channel. 

Its sizes, and consequently cost, to carry a given amount of water will 
be very much reduced by building long stretches with uniform grade and 
cross-section, and with as few abrupt turns as possible. 

It was found in the present case that the designs of the structures for 
the part of the improvement above Washington Street were affected to 
some extent by the channels and waterways below, even as far as to 
Charles River, and by the flood discharges to be expected from Stony 
Brook into Back Bay when the channels of the former are enlarged. 
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In the freshets of most years, the discharging capacity of the channel 
in Brookline Avenue and of the Brookline main sewer, both emptying 
into Charles River, together with the storage in the ponds and waterways 
of the Riverdale improvement, will prevent the water in Riverdale from 
rising much if any above high tide. 

In the case of an extreme freshet, however, I find that the water in 
Riverdale will rise considerably above the tide unless it is permitted to 
flow across Brookline Avenue into the Back Bay. 

The commission appointed in 1886 to devise means for preventing floods 
in the valley of Stony Brook considered that tides rising more that 13 feet 
above Boston city base were so few that it was not necessary to make 
provision for them; and that such a tide occurring in connection with an 
extreme freshet would cause the water in Back Bay at the mouth of Stony 
Brook to rise to grade 14, and in these conclusions I concur. 

If the Back Bay is provided with liberal waterways up to Brookline 
Avenue,—as I understand it to be,--a large amount of water turned in 
from Riverdale would not raise the level above grade 144 at this point. 

There is at present aconnection across Brookline Avenue 7 feet wide 
by 9 feet high. It is practicable to increase the means of communication 
under this avenue so that the water in Riverdale will not rise above grade 
15, or 6 inches higher than the Back Bay. When the water in the lower 
end of Riverdale is raised as high as grade 15 by a freshet, the pond above 
Tremont Street will not be much higher if ample waterway is furnished 
at all points between. 

The route for any channel from Cypress Street nearly down to Wash- 
ington Street must evidently follow in the vicinity of the railroad. Below 
the latter point the question arises as to whether the existing channels are 
not large enough. This was answered by the conclusion after examina- 
tion that they would prove entirely inadequate for future needs. It 
therefore becomes necessary to provide for a channel along this part of 
the route to carry the whole of the water, or to be used in connection with 
one or both of the existing channels. I have made my examinations with 
reference to the abandonment of the old channels. 

The course to be chosen below Washington Street is to be decided, 
chiefly, by the cost of reaching the waterway in Riverdale. 

The portion of the waterway to be reached is to be influenced, however, 
by the need for water in the pond above Tremont Street and by the great 
size of bridges and waterways from Tremout Street to Brookline Avenue 
inclusive, which will be required if flood waters are discharged above 
these points. 

The distance from a point in the present brook channel 230 feet above 
Washington Street to the pond above Tremont Street is 1500 feet, by a 
line following most of the way through Washington Street and Morss 
Avenue. The distance from the same point along the present channel by 
the railroad to the waterway below Aspinwall Avenue is 2800 feet. In 
the former case a slope of about 5 inches per 100 feet can be obtained, in 
the latter a slope of about 3 inches per 100 feet. From these figures it is 
evident that the shorter channel will also be the smaller one on account of 
the steeper grade obtainable, so that it will cost considerably less than 
half what the other would unless the proposed route presents unusual 
difficulties. 
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In comparing the two routes, that along the railroad appears to be the 
unfavorable one on account of bad foundations and interference with pri- 
vate property. 

The plan finally adopted is as follows: 

A covered channel 8 feet 6 inches wide and 7 feet 3 inches high, with 
an inclination of about 1.05 per 100, is to be built on the southerly side of 
the railroad from Cypress Street down to a point about 150 feet above 
Washington Street At this place it is intended that the water shall not 
rise above grade 21.65. From here the hydraulic gradient obtainable 
to the pond above Tremont Street when at grade 15 is 0.43 per 100. To 
carry, with this slope, the same volume as the channel above, it is neces- 
sary to make this channel 10 feet wide and 9 feet high. 

The route of the channels together with sections of the proposed coyv- 
ered channel are indicated upon plans in the possession of your engineer. 

The invert of the smaller channel is intended to be made of granite 
block paving, laid in Portland cement mortar so that it will resist the 
scouring action of water and sand moving with a high velocity. The in- 
vert of the larger channel should be built of hard bricks laid in Portland 
cement mortar until its bottom gets as lowas grade 10. Below this grade 
the current as a rule will be retarded by the back water from the pond and 
no special precautions against scouring will be required. I am of the 
opinion that the larger section, forming the lower portion of the channel 
would have sufficient capacity even if the pond above Tremont Street 
should rise as high as grade 16; but if the waterways below the pond are 
restricted in size, or if anything is to prevent the dischargeof water from 
Riverdale into Back Bay in times of extreme freshet, so that the pond may 
rise above grade 16, it would be well to build this portion of the channel 
somewhat larger so that it will carry the required volume with less slope. 

On the other hand if it should be found feasible to maintain perma- 
nently, one or both of the present channels, the new channel might be 
made somewhat smaller. 

It therefore seems desirable to avoid building any part of the larger 
channel at the present time if it can be avoided; but if it is necessary to 
build it now, some further examination of the points mentioned should be 
made, to determine if the size herein recommended should be modified for 
any cause. 

No definite estimates were made as to the cost of open channels having 
stone walls laid with or without mortar. 

Some approximate estimates, however, made it evident that the cost of 
an open channel with substantial rubble walls would be so large that it 
would be much better to build the more permanent and satisfactory cov- 
ered channel. 

A channel with loose stone side walls should be considered only as a 
temporary expedient if circumstances do not permit the building of a 
covered channel. 

The work covered by this report has been done in consultation with 
your engineer, Mr. A. H. French, and I desire to express my obligations 
for his suggestions and assistance.

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To the Selectmen of Brookline :— 

GENTLEMEN,—In connection with the proposed improvement of the 
brook channel along the Boston and Albany Railroad, from a point about 
230 feet above Washington Street to Cypress Street, I wish to call your 
attention to afew matters not mentioned in Mr. Stearns’ report. 

The larger part of the proposed pond in the Riverdale Park above Tre- 
mount Street is situated in Boston, as will also be the new culverts under 
Tremont Street and Brookline Avenue, andthe new channel between these 
points. In order to secure a free outlet for the proposed brook channel, 
it will be necessary to dredge the pond and the park waterway nearly all 
the way to Longwood. It is therefore evident that the proposed brook 
channel outlet cannot become available until the town and city shall have 
united in the construction of a considerable part of the Riverdale im- 
provement. It will doubtless be several years before much is accom- 
plished in that direction. 

Meanwhile, it becomes an important question as to just how much the 
culverts and channels above the point 230 feet west of Washington Street 
can be safely improved without making additional provision for the dis- 
charge of the floods, which these improvements are certain to increase in 
volume. The channel proposed by Mr. Stearns has a carrying capacity 
of more than double that of the two channels below, and that when those 
channels are in good working condition. As now situated, the southerly 
one is frequently almost if not quite useless, as its size and situation are 
such that it is choked with stumps of trees, fencing material, etc., when 
it is most needed. This channel should be rebuilt and enlarged for a dis- 
tance of about 150 feet; and I base my conclusions upon such enlargement. 

With this change, I do not think that any serious injury to property will 
occur in consequence of floods, if the channel is improved as proposed as 
far as Cypress Street. But the projected improvement by private enter- 
prise of the water-courses from Sumner Road to Chestnut Hill Avenue 
will probably cause a great deal of mischief unless vigorous means are 
used, during floods, to prevent it; and these may not be entirely success- 
ful. My reasons for this opinion are that the present culverts under the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, and the one under the conduit of the Boston 
Water Works are all manifestly too small, and operate to hold back the 
water for a considerable period of time beyond what will be the case with 
the improved channels. 

If the channel above Sumner Road, and the one below Cypress Street 
are both improved, and the two channels at Washington Street prove to 
be too small, as seems probable, the water will follow the railroad and 
Pearl Street to Brookline Avenue, and do more or less damage. If the 
section above Sumner Road is improved, and the part below Cypress 
Street remains as it is, the territory damaged will extend from Cypress 
Street to Brookline Avenue. If neither the channel below Cypress Street 
nor the one above Sumner Road are improved, the damage in case of a 
severe freshet will be considerable at various points, dependent upon the 
capacity and condition of the channel. 

It would therefore seem on the whole,— 

First, that a larger volume of water will ultimately need to be pro- 
vided for in the water-courses near Washington Street than they are at 
present capable of carrying safely to Muddy River; 
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Second, that these channels, with comparatively slight improvements, 
will do the work for a longer or shorter period, dependent upon the rate of 
the improvement of the surface of the ground, brook channels, etc., above 
Washington Street; 

Third, that these improvements ought not to be delayed, on the one 
hand, in consequence of an insufficient outlet, neither would it seem pru- 
dent to undertake any extensive improvements in the present water- 
courses near Washington Street, in view of the better plan of a single, 
amply large channel to carry all of the water of the brook through 
Washington Street and Morss Avenue, to the Riverdale Park, when it be- 
comes possible; and,— 

Fourth, that if the real estate improvements on the water shed are 
such as to increase the flood discharge beyond the capacity of the 
present channels at Washington Street, as shown by observation from 
year to year, before it is possible to make the connection with the water 
area of the park, then the method of storage of storm water used at 
Stony Brook for three years past should be applied, which consisted in 
holding back the water of extreme freshets by means of temporary dams, 
etc., at suitable points, so that only as much water was allowed to pass as 
could be done safely.

Improvements on Town Hall. 


At the adjourned town meeting, April 16th, 1888, an ap- 
propriation of twenty thousand dollars was made_ for 
the purpose of improving the acoustic qualities and ven- 
tilation of the Town Hall. The plans adopted were pre- 
pared by Messrs. Snell & Gregerson, and were nearly iden- 
tical with those submitted to the town and indorsed by the 
committee appointed by the town April 16th, 1885, which 
plans were accompanied by an exhaustive report embracing 
the whole subject. As the work progressed it was found 
necessary to do certain work not contemplated in the orig- 
inal plan, such as skylights in the roof, a rear staircase to 
loft, strengthening the roof so as to prevent spreading, a 
new floor at the entrance of the hall, etc., which as a conse- 
quence added considerably to the expenditure. The main 
feature of the improvements consists in lowering the ceiling 
about nine feet, filling the hollow walls with plaster 
blocks and laying one inch of plaster deafening beneath the 
floor. An entire new system of ventilation has been intro- 
duced, lighting with electricity, and a contract has been 
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made with the Providence Steam and Gas Pipe Co. fora sys- 
tem of automatic sprinklers for better protection in case of 
fire. The material is in the hall but has not yet been but up. 
The amount of the contract with the company is $548.00, to 
which some further small amount will have to be added for 
the supply of water. The subject of better ventilation was 
carefully considered. In regard to the ventilation Messrs. 
Snell & Gregerson in their report contemplated the erection 
of a large chamber in the attic, to be heated by coils of steam 
pipes and the ventilators to be connected with this chamber 
by wooden ducts. As this system would require a fire to 
be kept at all seasons, we decided to adopt the present sys- 
tem, which consists of an exhaust fan propelled by an elec- 
tric motor. The fan is enclosed in a chamber twelve 
feet square, and connected with the ventilators by galvanized 
iron ducts. The cost of this system has exceeded the origi- 
nal estimate, but in substituting galvanized iron in the place 
of wooden ducts the danger from fire is very much lessened. 
It is estimated that the air in the entire building can be 
changed in twenty minutes, allowing one thousand persons 
in the hall. 

As the time has been short since the work has been 
completed, we have not tested the acoustics as thoroughly 
as we would wish, but we feel confident that there has 
been a decided improvement. The improvements in other 
respects can be summed up as follows: improved appear- 
ance, good ventilation, better lights, better protection from 
fire, and a first class floor, all of which were very much 
needed. No alteration has been made in lower hall, it being 
thought best to await the result of the upper hall improve- 
ments. We submit appropriation and expenditures to date:

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Steam Heating. 


At the last annual town meeting an appropriation of 
$6,000 was made to pay for the necessary apparatus for 
heating by steam the High, Pierce Grammar and Pierce 
Primary School buildings, and the Public Library building 
with its proposed additions. The plan proposed by the 
committee appointed by the town to investigate the matter, 
was to set a boiler in the cellar of the High School-house, 
from which to heat that and the Pierce Grammar School and 
Library building, and to heat the Primary School building 
from the boilers under the Town Hall. A further investiga- 
tion showed the latter part of their plan to be undesirable, as 
owing to the difference in level of the two cellars, the water 
formed by the condensation in the steam pipes would not 
return to the boilers by gravity but would have to be trapped 
back, as it is called, and this would require nearly as much 
steam as would be required to heat the building. 

Accordingly a contract was made with the Walworth Con- 
struction and Supply Company to put a boiler in the High 
School cellar, with all needed pipes, registers, radiators, etc., 
to heat that and the Pierce Grammar School and Library 
buildings, also a smaller boiler with all fixtures for heating the 
Pierce Primary School-house, for the sum of six thousand 
dollars. The school buildings were to be heated by indirect 
radiation, and the Library by direct radiation. The trustees 
of the Library, desiring to have a part of their building 
heated by indirect radiation, made an arrangement with the 
company to that effect, and the extra cost is paid from the 
appropriation for additions to, and alterations in, the Library 
building. The apparatus has been put in and has been in 
use, the most of it, since the commencement of cold weather. 
The work has been examined by an expert and certified to 
be done according to specifications and contract. As the 
winter thus far has been unusually mild we are not able to 
judge of its efficiency. Itis warranted, however, to do the 
work required, at a very low pressure. Five thousand five 
hundred dollars has been paid on account of the contract. 
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Public Baths. 

The work at the bath house commenced in June, by the 
appointment of Patrick Dillon as superintendent and special 
police for the district. The baths were open to the public 
during the months of June, July, August and September. 
They have been patronized by a larger number of people 
this year than at any time since they were established. The 
baths were used this season by 7,603 persons (men and 
boys). For bathing purposes, the present source of water 
supply from the brook is not sufficient to meet the wants of 
so large a number of people, therefore it seems desirable that 
a more improved system of public baths should be adopted 
by the town, which shall include also the introduction of 
free warm baths during the months of the year when the 
summer baths are not in use. 


Claims and Suits. 
The suits in which the town is involved are fully reported 
upon in the report hereinafter printed of Messrs. M. and C. 
A. Williams, who have acted as attorneys for the town. 


Collection of House Offat. 

For two years the Selectmen as the Board of Health have 
recommended that the town should itself collect the house 
offal in the same way that it collects the ashes, believing 
that the work would be done more promptly and efficiently 
than by private contractors. Last year an appropriation was 
made to provide the necessary equipment for this purpose, 
and it was the intention of the Selectmen to enter upon 
the work. In making the recommendation we had in mind 
principally the collection of the offal, intending to dispose of 
it when collected to private parties, as it generally has a 
market value; but we had not made any definite plan as to 
the method of delivering it. When the matter came up to 
be considered in all its bearings, it was found that it would 
be necessary to have some building where the offal could be 
dumped temporarily until parties came to take it. The com- 
mittee having the matter in charge examined the building in 
the Roxbury district in Boston, used for the same purpose, 
and came to the conclusion that a similar building constructed 
where we could get a plentiful supply of water and access to 
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the sewer would be suitable for our purposes, and properly 
cared for might be placed upon the town stable lot without 
creating a nuisance, as it was our intention not to allow any 
offal to remain there more than twelve hours. The board 
unanimously adopted the views of the committee, who were 
authorized to erect the building upon the stable lot. Work 
was no sooner begun, however, than a remonstrance, signed 
by nearly every resident in the vicinity and numerous other 
citizens, was presented to the Selectmen, and after hearing the 
remonstrants we felt obliged to stop work and to look for 
some other suitable location. Thus far we have not been 
able to find one, and the matter must be left to another board 
to deal with. We recommend the same appropriation that 
was made last year, hoping that a satisfactory solution of 
the difficulty may be found. 


Guide-Boards. 

Guide-posts have been erected and maintained in all places 
where they are required by law. 

The following new guide-boards have been put up, which, 
with those given in the Selectmen’s report of 1885, from No. 
1 to 60, and the Selectmen’s report of 1886, from No. 61 to 
69, are herewith reported by the Selectmen as in their opin- 
ion such as the town ought to erect and maintain.

The First Division goes on patrol duty 
at 7.45 A. M.; the Second Division at 5.45 P. M.; the Third Division at 
12.45 A. M. Route No. 1 on First Division is officered by Patrolman 
Mealey; on Second and Third Divisions by Patrolmen Graham and Glea- 
son. 

Route No. 2 includes all north of the railroad, thence to Aspinwall Avy- 
enue, to Francis Street, St. Paul Street, School, Cypress, Gorham Avenue 
to Tappan Street, thence to Cypress Street Station. Patrolman J. J. 
O’Connell on First Division, and Patrolmen Watson and Curry on Sec- 
ond and Third Divisions. 
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Route No. 8 includes all that part of the Longwood district north of 
Kent Street, and is policed on First Division by Patrolman Flanders, and 
on Second and Third Divisions by Patrolmen Stitt and Dee. 

Route No. 4 includes all south of Kent Street to Francis Street, Alton 
Place to Harvard Street, to town line, and is cared for on First Division 
by Patrolman W. W. O’Connell, and on Second and Third Divisions by 
Patrolmen Piper and Gordon. 

Route No. 5 includes all south of Harvard Street from Aspinwall Ave- 
nue to town line, Washington from Cypress Street, Gardner Road, part 
of Tappan Street, Beacon Street to line. Patrolled on First Division by 
Patrolman Corey, and on Second and Third Divisions by Patrolmen Creel- 
man and Allen. 

Route No. 6 embraces all that part of the town south of the railroad 
and west of Cypress and Chestnut Streets, and is patrolled on First Divi- 
sion by Patrolmen Bartlett and Harding, both mounted officers, and on 
Second and Third Divisions by Patrolmen Manly and O’Day, and by 
mounted Sergeant McCausland.

A very important part of police work, and demanding the 
strictest vigilance, is that of defects in public streets and 
ways. By the timely discovery of, and if at night, guarding 
by lighted lanterns and promptly reporting all defects at 
the station, which by our signal system can be easily 
done, much litigation and expense is doubtless saved to 
the town. 


Offences, Crime, Etc. 


The arrests for the offence of drunkenness do not materially 
in number and residence of offenders differ from last year. 
While the same condition of things ‘‘ over the line” exists 
as at present, no better results can be expected. 
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Prosecutions have been made against all parties for viola- 
tion of the liquor laws of the Commonwealth whenever 
sufficient evidence could be obtained to warrant it. 

Forty-eight warrants have been issued against illegal deal- 
ers. One hundred and thirty gallons of intoxicating liquors 
have been seized on search warrants for being illegally sold 
or kept for sale. Fines amounting to $575.00 have been 
imposed in our Police Court for violation of the liquor law. 
In all of our appealed liquor cases in the-Superior Court the 
past year, the defendants have been found guilty. We have 
several appealed liquor cases on the Superior Court docket 
yet untried. Arrangements are being made through the 
Legislature to have the criminal terms of our Superior Court 
extended, when it is hoped our docket may soon be cleared 
in that court. 

For some six or eight weeks during the last autumn, a 
series of bold and successful house robberies were committed 
in the outlying wards of Boston and the suburban cities and 
towns. From Newton on the west, around to Hyde Park 
and Dedham on the south, no place escaped. Brookline did 
not escape the general raid; some four or five houses were 
entered in the night time and valuable property stolen. It 
is estimated that in ten cities and towns, not less than 
$25,000 were stolen from houses, stores and railroad stations, 
presumably by the same parties or gang. 

The best police workers both in city and towns, including 
the Massachusetts District Police, have been hard at work 
on these cases. The well-known Pinkerton Agency has also 
been enlisted in these cases, but up to this date no reliable 
trace has been had of either the thieves or their plunder. 

The community feels not so much the financial loss attend- 
ing these house robberies, as the disturbance and mental 
unrest caused by them. 


The Mounted Force. 


The services of the mounted force have as in former years, 
been valuable the past year, not only in patrolling the out- 
lying streets not covered by officers on foot, but also in 
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preventing fast and reckless driving, and restraining run- 
away teams. From recent experiences and indications an 
addition may be demanded in this part of the service the 
coming year. Unless we interfere with the regular patrol, we 
have but one mounted officer afternoons for the whole length 
of Beacon Street, where, judging from the travel and experi- 
ences in the last few months, mounted officers are very 
useful, if not an absolute necessity. 


Signal and Telephone System. — 


The electric signal and police telephone system has been 
greatly improved the past year. New and much improved 
signal boxes have been substituted for the old ones, and five 
additional boxes have been furnished, making fifteen in all. 
I think we have as perfect an electric police system as there 
is in the country. After looking over the electric police sys- 
tems in many other places, and noting their working, I am 
fully of the opinion that it is an imperative necessity that we 
adopt the course of the city of Salem, Lynn, Somerville, and 
many other places, where they have a competent person 
who gives his whole time and daily attention to the police 
and fire alarm systems. Our police system is at work almost 
every minute of the day, and requires constant daily care 
and attention. An extension of the signal system in the south 
part of the town seems a necessity, and is worthy of con- 
sideration. 


The police wagon and ambulance continue to make an im- 
portant and useful part of our service. 

The special work of the department has as in years past 
been done by the Inspector of Police in a satisfactory manner, 
and his services to the town have been valuable in many 
directions. 

That a considerable increase of the force the coming season 
will be a necessity is strongly indicated by the greatly 
increased volume of travel over Beacon. and other streets 
by thousands of people attracted by the rapid transit elec- 
tric railway; by the probable trespassing on private prop- 
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erty, and by all of the many annoyances attending the over- 
flow froma large city, especially in the summer time, on 
Sundays (the law of which I have been recently instructed 
to strictly enforce) ; and I may also mention by the general 
increased growth of the town, new streets, new buildings, etc. 

The conduct and discipline of the force has been good the 
past year, and more work has been done than in any previous 
year. The hundreds of calls for extra duty have been 
promptly and cheerfully met. 

We are under obligations to many good citizens for valua- 
ble information and assistance. Our thanks are due the fire 
department for many courtesies; to the Judges of the Police 
Court for wise and valuable counsel; to the Board of Select- 
men for strong support, and to the Police Committee for a 
well equipped Police Department.

GENTLEMEN, — We herewith submit a report of the 
operations of the Fire Department for the year ending Jan. 
31st, 1889. In addition to the usual details, this report 
contains the number of alarms with the cause thereof, the 
amount of loss, insurance, and insurance paid, as near as can 
be ascertained, with some recommendations which we trust 
will be found of sufficient interest and importance to receive 
your favorable consideration. 


Number of Bell Alarms.

Organization. 


The organization of the-department remains the same as 
reported last year,—one chief engineer, two assistant en- 
gineers, two hose companies of eleven men, one hose com- 
pany of six men, one hook and ladder company of thirteen 
men, one chemical engine company with three men, engine- 
man and assistant engineman of steamer, and seven drivers, 
—all being call members except six drivers who are perma- 
nently employed. 


Apparatus. 


The apparatus in the department consists of three hose 
carriages, one hook and ladder truck, one steam fire engine, 
one chemical engine, three hose pungs, one fuel wagon, and 
one reel in reserve, all of which are in good condition, with 
the exception of the hook and ladder carriage. This has 
been in service twelve years, and by being painted the com- 
ing year will last the town for some time. Owing to the 
large number of telephone and electric wires which interfere 
with the raising of splice ladders, we would recommend the 


purchase of a sixty-five foot Bangor telescope ladder for 
Hook and Ladder One. 


Buildings. 


The house on Washington Street near Boylston, and the 
house on Washington Street near the Town Hall, having 
been painted and repaired the past year, are in good condi- 
tion. The chemical engine house, being nearly new, is in 
first class shape. 


Horses. 


There are in the department nine horses, the same as re- 
ported last year, which have in the main been free from any 
of the serious ailments common to them. There will, among 
such a number of horses, always be one or more that will 
show the effects of age or of their general condition, render- 
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ing them less fitted for their work, or perhaps making them 
totally unfit for efficient service. We would repeat the 
recommendation made a year ago, that a new horse be pur- 
chased for the steam fire engine, as the present horse is unfit 
for the service he has to perform. , 

The pair belonging to the chemical engine were broken 
up about a year ago by the death of the off horse. The 
horse in his place is neither fitted for the work, nor a mate 
for the near horse, and we would therefore suggest that the 
easiest way out of the matter would be to foe noth horses 
off for a lighter pair. 


Hose. 


The total amount of hose in use in this department is 
4,000 feet of cotton hose in good condition, and about 750 
feet of cotton hose not reliable. In the interest of the town, 
we would recommend that one thousand feet of cotton hose 
be purchased, that there may be a sufficient quantity on hand 
to replace that which has been in service, as it is hurtful to 
hose to have it remain on the carriage without being thor- 
oughly dried so as to prevent mildew. 


Water Supply. 


By the report of the Superintendent of the Water Works 
for the year 1888, we learn that there are 210 hydrants on 
the low service and 48 on high service, making a total of 
258 hydrants where water can be obtained for fire purposes, 
with an average pressure of 85 lbs. to the square inch. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph. 

This branch of the service has continued to prove its great 
value, and it cannot be too highly prized. Our experience 
the past year with the alarm, has proven to us that instead 
of the service which we now have, a man should be employed 
permanently. And we would suggest that an operator be 
employed who shall give his whole time to the care of the 
fire and police alarm. 

Three new alarm boxes have been added the past year, 
viz., 14, 37 and 22, the last named being placed in the Town 
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Hall, to be used for ‘* no school” signal. This is also avail- 
able for use both night and day, for any fire which may occur 
in or around the building. The alarm in the upper part of 
the town is not sufficient to arouse call-members of the 
department. A remedy for this would be the placing of a 
striker on the bell in the tower of the Walnut Street Church. 
The children in that district would then hear the storm signal 
for the omission of any session of the public schools. 


Recommendations. 


We would recommend that a striker be placed on the bell 
in tower in Walnut Street Church, also, that one new signal 
box be purchased and placed on the hook and ladder house. 

We would again recommend that a lot of land be pur- 
chased, and a suitable building erected thereon, for the better 
accommodation of Hose Three, as the building they now 
occupy is wholly unfit for fire department use. 

The Engineers would renew, for the better protection of 
property, their recommendation of last year, that a chemical 
engine be purchased and run in connection with the steamer. ' 
This will necessitate no increase in running expenses, as the 
same horses and men will be available for both. The cost of 
a chemical engine would be about two thousand dollars. 

We would also again recommend, as the hook and ladder 
truck is one of the first pieces of apparatus wanted at every 
fire, and as the team has to answer every alarm, and often at 
a long distance, that the hook and ladder horses be not re- 
quired to water the streets hereafter. Also, for the better 
protection of property in the Longwood district, we would 
recommend that the chemical horses be not required to water 
streets in that district. It is detrimental to any department 
to have their horses at work on highways, as they are liable 
to be some distance from the apparatus when there is an 
alarm, which might cause a large loss of property. 

We would again call your attention to the imperfect man- 
ner we have of heating the engine houses (that is, by stoves, 
which do not properly heat the buildings), they being the 
only town buildings that do not have either steam or furnace

heat. The cost of heating all the buildings by either steam 
or hot water, would not be over two thousand dollars, and 
we hope you will give this your earliest attention.

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REPORT ON SUITS TO WHICH THE TOWN IS A PARTY. 





BROOKLINE, February 5, 1889. 
ALBERT L. LiINncouLn, JR., Esq., 


Chairman Selectmen of Brookline :— 


Dear Sir,—We report as follows concerning the actions 
in which we have been of counsel for the town, to wit: 


First. 
Mary B. Pierce vs. Town of Brookline. 
Arthur Rotch vs. Town of Brookline. 


These cases, after full conference with your board, were 
settled by the payment of three hundred and fifty dollars. 
They were suits to recover $5,000 damages in each case, 
for land taken from the petitioners, for the laying of the 
water pipes for the high service of the town. ‘The cases 
had been referred, as required by law, to a special commis- 
sion of three persons, who had given the parties one hear- 
ing. The amount above given was the net amount paid by 
- the town, the petitioners paying their own costs and the fees 
of the commissioners. We regarded the settlement as very 
advantageous to the town. 


Second. 


Charles J. Adams vs. Town of Brookline. 


This was an action of tort, in which the plaintiff claimed 
damages for injuries to his horse and carriage occasioned, as 
he alleged, by his horse taking fright when driven by the 
steam sewer excavator, which was then in use in the con- 
struction of a sewer in Longwood Avenue. The action was 
brought in Middlesex County, and was removed by us to 
Norfolk County. We were enable to convince the counsel 
for the plaintiff that the action could not be maintained, and 
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an agreement disposing of the action, and providing that no 
new action, for the same cause, should hereafter be brought 
against the town, was duly filed in court. 


Third. The Beacon Street Cases. 
1. Austin W. Benton vs. Town of Brookline. 


This action came up for trial at the last September term 
of the Superior Court at Dedham, and was tried before 
Judge Blodgett and a jury. The trial lasted five days, in- 
cluding the time taken by the jury in going to Brookline to 
view the premises. Mr. Benton’s damages were estimated 
by his own witnesses at from $50,000 to $65,000, Mr. Wil- 
liam I. Bowditch estimating them at $52,000. The wit- 
nesses for the town estimated the damages from $15,000 to 
$25,000. The jury returned a verdict of $37,094.22; 1.e., 
$35,000 and interest, being ten thousand dollars in excess of 
the sum awarded by the Selectmen. The counsel for the 
town alleged exceptions to the rulings of the Court made in 
the course of the trial, which will be argued in the Supreme 
Judicial Court; and also moved for a new trial, on the 
ground that the damages were excessive, and that the ver- 
dict was against the weight of the evidence. This motion 
was, after argument, overruled by the Court; and the case 
now awaits the determination of the Supreme Judicial Court 
upon the exceptions. If these are adjudged good, there will 
be a new trial. If not, the verdict will stand. 


2. John M. Clark vs. Town of Brookline. 


This petition for a jury to revise the doings of the Select- 
men, in the matter of the award of damages to the petitioner, 
for land taken from him for the widening of Beacon Street, 
was settled shortly after the verdict in the Benton case; the 
terms of the settlement being as follows: The town paid 
$12,000 with interest amounting to $1,000, making in the 
whole $13,000; which was the exact sum awarded by the 
Selectmen without interest; and the town also agreed to 
assume the betterments which might be assessed upon the 
petitioner’s remaining land. 
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3. William C. Whittle vs. Town of Brookline. 


This was a petition for damages occasioned, as the peti- 
tioner alleged, by the widening of Beacon Street. The 
petitioner claimed that he had a lease of certain premises on 
Beacon Street used by him for a blacksmith shop ; or that, at 
all events, he was tenant at willof said premises. The coun- 
sel for the town claimed that the petitioner’s interest in the 
land taken was that of tenant at will, and that as such tenant 
at will he was not entitled to recover any damages, and de- 
murred to his petition. This demurer after argument in the 
Superior Court, was sustained; and the petitioner’s counsel 
declared it to be his intention to take the case to the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. It having been represented to the 
Selectmen by the petitioner, that there were circumstances 
in the case which made it equitable for the town to pay the 
petitioner something, the matter was referred to the town in 
town meeting, and it was voted to pay him $600, and that 
sum was appropriated for the purpose. Payment was ac- 
cordingly made to the petitioner, and the case was disposed 
of by the proper entries on the docket of the court.

The last three cases were begun by service upon the town 
after our last report. These petitions for damages for land 
taken for the widening of Beacon Street remain to be tried, 
and some of them will come up for trial at the April term of 
the Superior Court at Dedham. As some of the questions of 
law which arose in the Benton case are involved in these 
actions, it is hoped by the’counsel for the town that a final 
determination of these exceptions may be had before the 
April term. 
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Fourth. 
William Bigham vs. Alfred D. Chandler et al. 


In our report made last year to the town concerning this 
case, it was inadvertently called an action of tort. It is in 
fact an action of contract, in which the plaintiff alleges, in 
substance, that the Board of Selectmen of 1884 agreed with 
him, that if he would waive his claim against the town for 
damages on account of the raising of White Place—which 
was then contemplated—they, the Selectmen, would raise 
his house and land on said place, so as to conform to the new 
grade of said way; and that the defendants so negligently 
performed their said alleged agreement, that his house was 
greatly strained and weakened, and the plastering so cracked 
that it fell in many places. The Selectmen denied that they 
ever made any such agreement, and denied that the plaintiffs 
house was in fact injured by the raismg. The case came up 
before Judge Aldrich without a jury, in the Superior Court 
at Dedham, last month; and after a trial lasting a part of 
two days, in which many witnesses were examined, resulted 
in a finding in favor of the defendants. We are informed 
that it is the intention of the plaintiff to take the case to the 
Supreme Judicial Court on exceptions. 


Fifth. 
Patrick Kelley vs. Francis W. Lawrence et al. 
Johanna Conway vs. same. 


These are two actions brought against two of the members 
of the Board of Health of 1883 and a contractor employed by 
the board, for injuries alleged to have been done to the 
plaintiffs’ premises by altering the drains thereon. The cases 
have not yet been reached, and there is nothing as yet to 
add to last year’s report with regard to them. They will 
doubtless be reached at the April term. 


Siath. 
Ludwig Hupprich vs. Town of Brookline. 


This is an action of tort in which the plaintiff claims that 
he suffered injuries to his person and also to his horse and 
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buggy, owing to a want of repair in Boylston Street in 
Brookline, nearly opposite the barn formerly owned by the 
late John S. Wright, in the upper part of the town. The 
accident occurred, as the plaintiff claims, on March 29, 1888, 
and he alleges that it was due to two holes in the street. 
This case will probably come up in April next. 


Seventh. 


John Panter vs. Town of Brookline. 


This is a petition brought by the plaintiff for a jury to de- 
termine the amount of the damages, which he is entitled to 
recover of the town, on account of the raising of 
the grade of Pond Avenue. He claims damages as the 
owner of one lot of land on said avenue, and as the holder of 
a mortgage on another lot. The case will be in order for 
trial at the April term of the Superior Court at Dedham, but 
owing to the crowded state of the docket of that court, it is 
doubtful if it will be reached at that time. 


Eighth. 
The Cypress Street Railroad Crossing. 


On July 3, 1888, about two years after the filing of the 
petition by the Selectmen, asking the County Commissioners 
to order the abolition of the grade crossing at Cypress Street, 
the Commissioners made a decree ordering a separation of 
erade, and the building of a bridge, with suitable approaches 
to carry the townway over the railroad. The next step was 
to apply to the Superior Court for the appointment of a 
Special Commission of three persons to determine as between 
the town, the county, and the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
which party should do the work, which pay the cost of doing 
it, and which party should keep the bridge and its approaches 
in repair in the future; or, in the event of the Commission 
determining that the cost should be apportioned between the 
parties, then in what manner it should be apportioned. 

A Special Commission was appointed, consisting of Hon. 
George G. Crocker, Chairman of the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, he having been designated by that board, and 
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Joseph S. Ludlam, Esq., of Lowell, and William Minot, Jr., 
Esq., of Boston. 

On the fourth of the present month the Commission met 
and organized by the appointment of Hon. George G. Crocker 
as Chairman; and after an opening by the counsel for the 
county, town and railroad, in which the contentions of the 
respective parties were stated, proceeded to Brookline and 
viewed the crossing. The hearing was then adjourned, 
with the understanding that the case should be proceeded 
with at an early date. 

The claim of the town with regard to this alteration may 
be briefly stated as follows : 

We contend that the railroad should do the whole of the 
work and bear all the expense, for three principal reasons, 
among others, viz: 


1. Because the townway was in existence before the 
Charles River Branch Railroad (to whose rights and obliga- 
tions the Boston and Albany Railroad succeeded) was located, 
and thus the town was first in the field. 

2. The townway is maintained by the town for the use of 
the whole public ; the town is obliged by law to maintain it ; 
and the town derives no revenue from it. The railroad is a 
highway maintained by the Boston and Albany Railroad Co. 
solely for the purpose of revenue, and it yields a constant 
income. On this ground, therefore, it would seem to be 
only. fair to require the railroad, where it crosses an existing 
way, to pay all the expense of. bridging it. 

3. Finally, the Charles River Branch Railroad in 1851 
obtained the right to cross Cypress Street on a level there- 
with, only because, in the opinion of the County Commis- 
sioners, the conditions existing at the time when the appli- 
cation for leave to cross at grade was made, were such as to 
warrant the Commissioners in granting such leave tempo- 
rarily. 

Their decree reads as follows: * * * ‘*And now, after 
mature consideration, the Commissioners do adjudge that a 
crossing of said Cypress Street by said railroad on a level 
therewith, as prayed for, will not, under existing cireum- 
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stances, endanger or greatly incommode the public travel in 
said street, provided suitable gates be erected on both sides of 
the railroad at said crossing, and a faithful agent be employed 
to close and open the same at the passage of trains. The 
present circumstances being that no buildings are now stand- 
ings on said Cypress Street to obstruct the view of the railroad 
above or below the same, and the purpose of said railroad 
company being to locate a station on said street, and to run 
no express trains which will not stop at that station.” 

‘*The Commissioners therefore do authorize said petition- 
ers to construct their railroad across Cypress Street on a level 
therewith, and they order and direct that the petitioners 
shall erect and constantly maintain substantially double gates 
at said crossing, and employ a faithful agent to tend the same, 
as by the laws in such cases is provided at and after the open- 
ing of their railroad.” 


Every citizen familiar with the crossing will see at once 
that the conditions have changed materially since this decree 
was made. A large number of buildings have been erected 
which obscure the view of the railroad, making it from some 
points of approach, impossible to see the trains until one is 
directly upon the crossing. Moreover, there are now several 
trains which do not stop at this station. 

But for the ‘‘existing circumstances” mentioned in the 
County Commissioners’ decree, the railroad would have had 
to build a bridge in 1851, at its own expense. These cir- 
cumstances having changed, it would seem fair to ask it to 
do so now. 

And if it is conceded that the railroad should build the 
_ bridge, there would seem to be no good reason why it should 
not also build the approaches and do all the work made 
necessary by the building of the bridge. Other good 
reasons for requiring the railroad to pay all the cost will 
readily occur to those who have considered this matter. 

After the decree of the Special Commission has been made, 
either party has the right to appeal to a jury to have it 
revised. As this appeal, if taken, might involve a long 
delay, the counsel for the town have suggested to the rail- 
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road, the desirability of the parties agreeing upon the ques- 
tion as to which party shall do the work, so that the changes 
may be begun early in the spring and be prosecuted to com- 
pletion without waiting for the verdict of a jury as to who 
shall pay the cost. We have hopes of effecting some such 


agreement.

The Surveyors of Highways have the honor to submit the 
following report :— 

The Selectmen assigned to each Surveyor the limits and 
divisions of the highways and town-ways (not private ways), 
to he kept in repair by him as follows :— 


District No. 1. Mr. Lincoun. 


Beacon Street from Boston line to Harvard Street, Pleasant, Green and 
Babcock Streets, Longwood and Sewall Avenues, Marsbal and Charles 
Streets, St. Paul Street (north of Longwood Avenue), Kent, Colchester, 
Carlton, Ivy, Essex, Mountfort, Prescott, Monmouth and St. Mary’s 
"Streets, and Monmouth Court. 


District No. 2. Mr. BowKeEr. 


Beacon Street from Harvard to Washington Street, Winchester, Park, 
Marion, Vernon, Harvard, School, Prospect, Pierce, Holden, Alton, St 
Paul (south of Longwood Avenue), Francis, Toxteth, Perry and Brook 
Streets, Harrison Place, and Summit, Harvard and Aspinwall Avenues. 


District No. 3. Mr. JAMEs. 


Washington Street from Boylston Street to Brighton line, White Place, 
Gardner and Sullivan Roads, Gardner Path, Beacon Street from Washing- 
ton Street to Brighton line, Cypress Street from Boylston to Washington 
Street, Sumner and Clark Roads, Boylston Street from Cypress Street to 
Newton line, Boylston Place, Tappan, Waverly and Thayer Streets, Thayer 
Place, and Davis, Gorham, Fisher, Chestnut Hill and Englewood Avenues. 


District No. 4. Mr. Hann. 


Boylston Street from Cypress to Washington Street, Walnut Street 
from Cypress to Washington Street, Washington Street from Boylston 
Street to Boston line, High, Irving, Flora, Juniper, Pearl, Emerald and 
Allerton Streets, Edgehill Road, and Brookline, Pond, Morss and Walter 
Avenues. 


District No. 5. Mr. Dauanp. 

Walnut Street from Cypress to Boylston Street, Cypress Street from 
Boylston to Chestnut Street, Sewall, Chestnut, Warren, Dudley, Heath, 
Pound, Hammond, Grove, South, Newton, Clyde, Cottage, Lagrange, 
Rockwood and Avon Streets, Goddard Avenue and Allandale Road. 
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There are now in the town about forty-three and one-half 
miles of public streets, counting the roadways of Beacon 
Street as two streets. The highway appropriation which for 
some years remained at $20,000 was, in 1886, increased to 
$30,000 with the understanding that edgestones and street 
crossings should be charged to this appropriation, which has 
been done. 

The difficulty of obtaining good gravel for repairs is in- 
creasing, and we shall be driven to use crushed stone which 
has always been recommended, but on account of its greater 
cost has been used only to a limited extent. We believe it 
will be economy in the end to use stone, and have recom- 
mended an increase in the highway appropriation this year 
for the purpose of providing a new stone-crusher, engine and 
foundations, with the intention of placing the crusher on the 
almshouse lot where there is an abundance of stone, the use 
of which in the south part of the town will undoubtedly be 
cheaper than gravel on account of the long haul necessary to 
get the latter. 

The large stone-crusher belonging to the town is set up in 
the ledge belonging to Mr. Leonard on Washington Street, 
Brighton, just beyond our town line, and we have the right 
to take whatever stone we need at twelve and one-half cents 
per cubic yard measured in the ledge. 

The very full report of Mr. Driscoll, the Superintendent 
of Streets, shows in detail the work done upon the streets 
and sidewalks of the town.

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways was $30,000. The amount expended 
was $30,508.20.

The town now owns thirteen working horses, two of which 
are used in collecting ashes and one in sewer work, leaving 
ten for the work of the highway department. Three of these 
horses should be exchanged the coming spring, for better 
ones. One new cart nee been bought, ka three old carts 
have been put in thorough repair. More shed room is 
needed for the proper storage of carts, sleds, plows, etc. 

Perhaps the most pressing need in caring for the high- 
ways, is a comprehensive plan for disposing of surface water 
in those districts of the town where the separate system of 
sewerage has been adopted. Many large estates have been 
devoted to building purposes lately, and changes are con- 
stantly going on, and in most cases the town is asked to 
make different arrangements for carrying off storm water. 
I am aware that this subject receives some consideration in 
determining the location and size of the sewers, but it seems 
to me that both questions should be decided at the same 
time, and that in many cases it would be economical to lay 
both drains at the same time. 

I submit for your consideration the question whether it is 
not better to buy a new stone-crusher to be located perma- 
nently at the almshouse lot, where there is a large supply of 
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stone belonging to the town, and where considerable stone 
can be had for the carting without the expense of quarrying, 
than to expend large amounts in moving and setting up 
crushers already placed in good locations. 


Street Crossings. 


The usual work was done in keeping the street crossings 
in order, and new cross walks of North River stone and small 
granite blocks were laid at the following places : 


Across Stearns Street at Kent Street.

cr Aspinwall Avenue at Kent Street. 
‘« Buckminster Road at Chestnut Hill Avenue.

oy Elm Street at angle opposite Mr. Rutan’s. 
Special Appropriations. 

FisHerR AVENUE was picked over, reshaped and gravelled 
from Chestnut Hill Avenue to Boylston Street. On the 
southerly side a six-inch tile drain was laid on each side from 
Boylston Street nearly to the top of the hill. Eight catch 
basins were built, four on the southerly side, discharging into 
the overflow pipe of the reservoirs, two on the northerly side, 
discharging into the sewer for the purpose of flushing, and 
the remaining two discharging into a twelve-inch pipe, which 
for the present empties on land of Mr. Pierce, but which 
must eventually be carried through the new roads to the 
brook near the railroad. The tile drain on both sides of the 
street was not included in the estimate, but as it was found 
to be indispensable it was put in, although by so doing the 
appropriation was exceeded by $243.44. The appropriation 
for the work was $4,500. 

Cypress StrEET WiIpDENING.— Cypress Street, between 
Walnut and Boylston Streets, was widened ten feet on the 
westerly side. Edgestones were set, the gutter paved, and 
a new catch basin was built. The appropriation for the 
work was $3,000, to which was added the sum of $58.00 
received for loam. 

SEAMANS’ CorneR.—The corner of Davis Avenue and 
Washington Street was rounded with a curve of twelve feet 
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radius. Fifty-one feet of land was bought from Mr. J. M. 
Seamans ; new circular edgestones were set, and a new catch 
basin was built. The cost was $321.67. 

FENCING STABLE AND ScCHOOL-HOUSE YaRDS.—A_ sub- 
stantial fence, six feet high, was built around the town’s 
property on Cypress and Sewall Streets, the cost being 
$612.91. 

Drains IN WARREN AND CoTraGE Streets.—In Warren 
Street two catch basins were built, discharging into a twelve- 
inch drain pipe which was carried across Mr. Sargent’s land, 
a distance of 330 feet, to a drain in Mr. Sargent’s avenue ; 
the street crossing was moved, and the plank walk extended. 
In Goddard Avenue two catch basins were built, discharging 
into a fifteen-inch pipe, which was carried down Cottage 
Street to the brook. The severe frost of December pre- 
vented the paving and repairs of the streets from being done, 
but as the streets are in fair condition, it was thought better 
not to finish the work until spring. The cost of what was 
done was $947.52. 


New Streets. 


Boyuston Puace, reported a year ago as unfinished, has 
been put in good order; edgestones were set on both sides, 
and the total cost, $289.51, was charged to the support of 
highways. 

Exo Srreer has had edgestones set on the southerly and 
westerly sides the whole length, on the northerly side from 
Cypress Street to the angle at Mr. Rutan’s, and on the 
easterly side in front of Miss Susan Jones’ estate ; concrete 
walks were laid where the edgestones were set, two crossings 
were laid and a catch basin was built at the corner of Cypress 
Street. The appropriation for this street was $925. 

Curnton Roap.—No appropriation was made for this road, 
and what little was done on it was included in either Sumner 
Road or Buckminster Road. 

BucKMINSTER Roap was cleaned, and some repairs were 
made late in the season. The cost, $244.55, was charged 
to the support of highways. In both this road and Clinton 
Road, sewer, water and gas pipes have been laid, and the 
road will need considerable repairs in the spring. 
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Kent Srreer Exrenston.—This street was finished in 
the summer by the contractor, under the direction of the 
surveyor of the district. This department furnished labor, 
teaming and material, to the amount of $1,277.62. 


Watering Streets. 


The same parties as reported a year ago, were employed 
to water the streets on the same routes, at the rate which 
has been paid for several years past, $115 per month for 
each team employed. In August last a second team was 
hired from M. Ryan & Son to water as much of Beacon 
Street as had then been accepted. There are now employed 
in this work, in addition to the three double and one single 
team of the Fire Department, fourteen teams which are sup- 
plied by the contractors. The appropriation for watering 
streets was $10,000, and $9,144.39 was expended. 


Sidewalks. 

The amount appropriated for sidewalks was $10,500. It 
was all expended, and the details of the work done are as 
follows: re ,

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It must be remembered, however, that many of the above 
items, particularly those of edgestones, were paid for out of 
other appropriations, and are mentioned here only to show 
at a glance what has been done in this line. 


Care of Sewers. 


The usual work of cleaning and repairing catch basins and 
drains was done, and the various brook channels and 
culverts have been kept in good working condition. The 
unusually wet season, just closed, has somewhat increased 
the cost of keeping the catch basins clear, but on the other 
hand, less flushing has been needed to keep the sewers clean. 
There are many places which require regular periodic inspec- 
tion and flushing, and with the large increase in the extent of 
the sewers, it is but natural that the cost of keeping them in 
order should also increase. 

The appropriation for care of sewers was $3,500, of which 
$2,391.04 was expended as follows :—

Collecting Ashes. 


The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt throughout 
the town was $2,445.76. At this time about 140 loads are 
collected weekly, almost the whole of which is given to 
parties owning low lands in the vicinity of where the ashes 
are collected. 


Public Grounds and Sundries. 


The usual work of caring for the public grounds and 
school-house lots was done at a cost of $352.32. The grass 
on the playgrounds should be cut regularly, and for this I 
would recommend the purchase of.a horse lawn mower. 
Permanent seats should be provided for these grounds. 

The bath house tank was cleaned at a cost of $43.12. 
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The grounds around the Wm. H. Lincoln School were 
graded at a cost of $528.81. The spare material from this 
lot was carted to the Brookline Avenue playground at a cost 
of $192.81, which was charged to the playground appro- 
priation. q 

The grading at the Robert C. Winthrop School was finished 
at a cost of $142.56. 

The grounds around the J. Elliot Cabot School on Marion 
Street were filled, mostly with material left on the line of 
the sewer in Washington Street. The front and sides of the 
lot were laid down to grass, and the whole neatly graded, 
the cost being $855.26. 

The cost of carting off the surplus material from the Wash- 
ington Street sewer, and putting the street in order beyond 
Gardner Road, after the completion of the sewer, was 
$1,077.38. 

Sundry work in connection with the building of sewers and 
catch basins was done by this department, and the cost, 
$1,155.12, was charged to the Extension of Sewers. 

Sundry other work amounting in the aggregate to $892.08 
was done, and the cost was charged to the proper accounts. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the de- 
partment is on file in this office.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following report is made by the Agent of the Board, 
George K. Sabine, M. D. :— 


There have been reported during the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1888, twenty-one cases of scarlet fever, seven of

The whole number of deaths within the town was only one 
hundred and twenty-three, against one hundred and fifty- 
four in 1887, one hundred an forty-nine in 1886, and one 
hundred and forty-five in 1885. Deducting the still-births, 
five in number, it leaves but one hundred and eighteen 
deaths during the year, or a mortality of 11.43 per thousand, 
the estimated population being 10,328. 

There were three deaths from diphtheria, five from scarlet 
fever, and two from typhoid fever. 

The number of scarlet fever cases (twenty-one) Is consid- 
erably below the average for the last twelve years, and dur- 
ing that period in only five have there been less. The cases 
of diphtheria number only a little more than one-half of the 
average for the same period, and in only two years have 
there been fewer. The comparative immunity which the 
town has enjoyed from this disease during the last seven 
years is very remarkable considering its prevalence in other 
places in the immediate neighborhood, and the bad sanitary 
condition of many of our dwellings. 

The typhoid fever cases also number less than the average 
for the last seven years, the time during which they have 
been reported, and in only one year, that of 1882, were there 
fewer. One case of diphtheria at least, and two of typhoid 
fever, were imported. Allowance must also be made for 
the rapidly increasing number of inhabitants within the town. 

At the Resinnined of the year Alonzo. Bowman was ap- 
pointed Inspector of Milk, and G. K. Sabine, M. D., Agent 
for the Board and to give the legal certificates in case of

the death of any person without an attending physician. The 
license of J. D. Gutterson as funeral undertaker was renewed, 
and one also granted to O’Day Brothers. 

There was no inspector appointed as on the two previous 
years. The police department, as heretofore, has rendered 
much aid in reporting nuisances, etc. 

An inspector, who is able to devote much of his time to 
the matter, should be employed, as there is much work that 
ought to be done, especially in looking after the condition of 
the tenement houses. Many of these are in such an unsani- 
tary condition that it is a wonder that the so-called filth dis- 
eases are not more prevalent. Nothing less than a house-to- 
house inspection should be made once a year. It is much 
easier to prevent an epidemic than to put a stop to it when 
it once has a foothold. 

Twenty-six notices have been served for the abatement of 
nuisances, and there have been two prosecutions for non- 
compliance with the orders of the Board. 

There have been granted ten licenses for the collection of 
grease, etc. In the opinion of the Board it would be better to 
grant but one such license, and require the grease, etc., to be 
collected more frequently in summer than it is at present. 
As it is, with the larger number of collectors, it is not an 
object for them to call as frequently as is desirable. 

No contract was made for collecting the house offal, but 
the work was continued by Eben W. Reed according to the 
terms of the contract of the previous year, which were that 
said Reed was to receive the sum of fifteen hundred and fifty 
dollars. The offal was to be collected and removed from all 
dwelling houses, restaurants, meat and provision and _ fish 
stores in the town every day, except Sundays and legal hol- 
idays, during the months of May, June, July, August and 
September, and three times a week during the remainder of 
the year. 

The following orders were passed, April 16th :— 

Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever, or diphtheria, without the 


written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regulations as may 
prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered, further, that the 
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remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be placed 
in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to yiew, or 
disturbed except for burial. 

Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is, or has been, a case of scarlet fever or diphtheria, until the 
expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of the last case. 

Ordered, That no child from any house where there is or has been a case 
of scarlet fever shall be allowed to mingle with those of any other house 
until the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of the 
last case. 

Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any ceme- 
tery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public vehicle 
other than a hearse, or undertaker’s wagon, provided for that purpose. 

Ordered, That from May Ist to Nov. Ist, no vault or cesspool shall be 
emptied by any other than the odorless process, nor by carts not of the 
Odorless Excavating Company, except SN aon be first obtained from 
the chief of police. 

Ordered, That the manure from livery and horse-car stables shall not be 
removed from the stables between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 


It was voted, May 21st, that the Trustees of the Public 
Library be requested to pass an order prohibiting the loan 
of any book to any member of a family where contagious 
disease is known to exist ; also,— 


Voted, That the Secretary be directed to notify the Trustees of the 
Public Library of the existence of any case of contagious disease as soon 
as it is reported. 


Attention is called to the following statute :— 
[ACTS OF 1884—CHAPTER 98. ] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. When a householder knows that a person within his family 
is sick of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other disease dan- 
gerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice thereof to 
the selectmen or board of health of the town in which he dwells, and 
upon the death, recovery or removal of such person, the room occupied 
and the articles used by him shall be disinfected by such householder in 
a manner approved by the board of health. Any person neglecting or 
refusing to comply with either of the above provisions, shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Secor. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town; and if he refuses 
or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence not less 
than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 
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Sect. 8. The boards of health in the several cities and towns shall cause 
a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the preceding 
sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons who are 
sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which they are 
affected, together with the date and the names of the persons reporting 
any such cases. The boards of health shall give the school committee 
immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases reported to 
them according to the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the boards 
of health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious diseases 
as above provided. 

Srct. 5. Sections seventy-eight and seventy-nine of chapter eighty of 
the Public Statutes are hereby repealed.

ia REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK. 


One license only has been issued for the sale of oleomar- 
garine, or imitation butter, and that to John F. Whorton of 
Roxbury. 

One hundred and fifty-one samples (pints) of milk have 
been purchased of licensed dealers, and thoroughly tested 
by Professors Griener’s and Feser’s system of test—besides 
many (27) samples brought by private parties for purpose 
of test. The quality of milk furnished by dealers has been 
of an average high standard. Several samples of milk, ob- 
tained from small dealers (stores) where from one to two 
cans per day is the extent of trade, and not quite up to the 
standard as set down in my formula, have been taken to Prof. 
Babcock, Inspector of Milk, Boston, for examination, and 
he has ‘‘passed” them as coming within the provisions of the 
statutes. It is perhaps to these small dealers that the atten- 
tion of inspectors of milk is most often called, yet from some 
of these small dealers I always receive the best results from 
samples tested. Milk supplied to Brookline consumers con- 
tinues to maintain its usual high standard with the inspectors 
of the State Board of Health. Two prosecutions and con- 
victions only have been made the past year. 

Iam indebted to Dr. G. K. Sabine, Agent of the Board of 
Health, for valuable assistance and advice in this department.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR. 





The Overseers of the Poor have the honor to submit the 


following report :— 


Almshouse. 


The management of the almshouse has remained in the 
hands of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, who continue to carry it 
on, both economically and carefully. Mr. Campbell’s fru- 
gality and thrift are sufficiently shown by the considerable 
sum which he has enabled us to deduct from the annual 
outlay. The inmates at present are three women and two 
men. ‘Two of the women and one of the men are the same 
who were reported last year, and will probably be perma- 
nent inmates; the third woman is a transient inmate, coming 
to the almshouse each year when all other means of support 
fail, and leaving after a few weeks. The man who was ad- 
mitted last August is an invalid, quite unable to work. Mr. 
Gallagher’s four children were discharged at his request in 
June, as he was again able and willing to provide them with 
ahome. The removal of these children has enabled Mrs. 
Campbell to dispense with her daughter’s assistance, and she 
now carries on the work of the house with the aid of the in- 
mates. One man admitted in February died in April. He 
came to the almshouse incurably sick, and was attended by 
Dr. Sabine, and cared for by Mr. Campbell during his illness.

Out-Door Poor in Brookline. 

Seven widows with children and six without are now re- 
ceiving regular out-door relief in Brookline. Those who are 
able to do so sew in return for relief received, and the account 
of work will show what has been accomplished in that way. 
The amount is small, but we consider the principle important. 
In all these cases the board believe it best to continue the 
out-door relief rather than to have recourse to the almshouse. 
The widows with children are exerting themselves to keep 
their families together, and the children are growing up with- 
out the influences of pauper-life. The widows without 
children are receiving less relief than their board in the alms- 
house would cost the town. 


Out-Door Poor in Other Towns, 

Mrs. Catherine Quinn, a widow with three children, is still 
receiving regular relief in Auburn. She is crippled with 
rheumatism, and is wholly unable to do anything for her own 
support. The town received on her account this year, at the 
settlement of her father’s estate, the sum of $86.00. One 
woman with three children whose husband has deserted her, 
and one single woman, receive regular partial support in 
Boston, and one widow living with her son in Winchester also 
receives regular partial support. The relief is small in each case. 

Occasional Relief. 

We have given occasional or temporary relief to two cases 
in Brookline, and sixteen in other places. Most of these 
are cases of illness needing hospital care. Three are cases 
of women deserted by their husbands who are able, with oc- 
casional assistance, to support themselves and their children. 
The number of these demands has been unusually large this 
year, but they are cases which cannot be denied.

Of these, Annie Flaherty has 
been dismissed from her place in the country for unruly be- 
havior, and we thought it best to place her in the House of 
the Good Shepherd, to give her the advantage of a stricter 
discipline than is possible in a family. The four Gallagher 
children were removed from the almshouse in June by their 
father, who so far as we could judge was again willing and 
able to take proper care of them. Two boys, Andrew Grif- 
fin and Joseph P. Croke, have been placed in the House of 
the Angel Guardian by Judge Drew, for truancy, at the 
charge of the town.

Summary. 


Sixty adults and seventy-seven children have received aid 
at some time during the year. Thirty-nine adults are now 
receiving full support in the almshouse or at the insane asy- 
lum, or regular partial support in their own homes. Fifteen 
children — orphan, neglected or truants — are now receiving 
or have received aid in the course of the year. Thirty-four 
are aided with their mothers or relatives in Brookline, and 
eleven in gther towns.

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The Water Board herewith submit their thirteenth annuai 
report for the fiscal year closing January 31st, 1889. 

At the annual town meeting held March 30, 1888, Francis 
Hunnewell was re-elected a member of the Board for three 
years. The Board organized by the choice of William K. 
Melcher, Chairman, and F. Hunnewell, Registrar and Clerk. 
The employés on the works remain the same as last year, 
with the exception of the Superintendent’s assistant, Z. R. 
Forbes, who will have charge of the draughting and inspec- 
tion of meters. 


Street Mains—Extension. 


The Superintendent’s report hereto annexed gives in de- 
tail the work of extension completed the past year. The 
most important and comprehensive has been the work 
upon Beacon Street, commenced in the spring of 1887, and 
finished in October last, which required the relaying, to- 
gether with new work, of more than seven miles of mains, 
besides the reconstruction of the entire system of lateral, 
main and service pipes connected with the two mains laid in 
this new avenue. 

This work upon Beacon Street was done under the con- 
tract of Henry M.: Whitney with the town, at an estimated 
cost of forty-four thousand dollars; and although many 
changes were made in the detail construction of the avenue 
by the Engineer, necessitating many important and expen- 
sive changes in our pipe-work, the whole was completed 
considerably within the figures of the estimate. 

Another important extension, completed the past season, 
and comprised in the Superintendent’s report, is the main 
through the Holyhood district, authorized by the town at 


12* 
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the last annual town meeting. With this extension, which 
is upon the high service system, the utmost southern limits 
of the town are reached, and the circuit covering the most 
important sections are virtually completed with the exception 
of the property of the Brookline Land Company, through 
which avenues are now being constructed, and in which water 
mains will be required the coming season. 

In addition to the street main extension, it will be noted, 
there has been laid the past year 133 additional service pipes 
to private residences, being the largest number laid in any 
one year since the completion of the plant. When we con- 
sider that so lately as 1883 but 47 service pipes were laid, as 
against 133 in 1888, we can form some adequate idea of the 
rapid growth of the town, and the Su demand upon 
our water supply in the near future. 

We now have laid 44 miles of street mains, and 1,631 
services. This lead us to consider briefly our— 


Future Supply. 


On the suggestion of the Water Board and recommenda- 
tion of the Special Committee appointed to consider the 
matter, the town has accepted the Act of the Legislature 
granting the right to take a’further water supply from the 
vicinity of the present source, and furthermore has voted an 
appropriation of seven thousand dollars, wherewith (for the 
sum of five thousand dollars) twenty-three acres of land 
have been purchased across Charles River and directly oppo- 
site the western end of our present filtering galleries, which 
is believed to hold the only possible addition to our water 
supply, save pumping direct from the river, which should 
not, at present, be considered for a moment. 

Of the wisdom and importance of these movements, no one 
who has given the question any consideration can raise a 
doubt. 

It is shown by careful testing that there exists on the ter- 
ritory thus acquired, a water supply equal in quality and 
quantity to the present supply, and so protected by the 
topography of the surroundings as to be almost absolutely 
proof against any land-ward contaminations. 
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Just how this new supply is to be utilized and brought 
within the power of our pumps, has not yet been determined. 
But a scheme will be developed and in readiness, whenever 
the emergency arises for the consummation. 


Meter Service. 


At the time of preparing the last annual report, the meter 
question was being considered by two special committees, 
whose reports have been since submitted. As a result of 
these, the town has voted some important changes in the 
then existing water system, although not quite so radical as 
the friends of a general system could wish. Hereafter, all 
meters set must be the property of the town, for which an ~ 
annual rental of two dollars is charged, which is believed to 
be adequate for keeping them in order, and replacing them by 
new ones when worn out. Since the meeting in which this 
action was taken, Nov. 14th, last, 237 additional meters 
have been ordered and set, and 20 have been set by the 
Board on estates where the old fixture rates could give no 
approximate idea of the water consumed. Furthermore, 
meters have been set in all the school-houses and other public 
buildings, the readings of which will be carefully recorded. 
Including the latter, we now have set 444 meters, as against 
156 in use when the last report was made, with the prospect 
of a large increase, so that a considerable increase of appro- 
priation must be asked for to meet this demand. It is of 
course too early yet to speculate upon the effect of this pri- 
mary step with either our water waste or revenue. These 
facts, however, are surely established, namely, that our 
present system of assessing water rates by fixtures, is illusive, 
inequitable, and fictitious, and that the meter, with its many 
supposed defects, is the best device known today for deter- 
mining an approximate water consumption, and adjusting an 
equitable charge therefor. 


Character of Our Water. 
Complaints from time to time reach us of the bad taste and 


smell of the water. Fora full and comprehensive treatment 
of this question and the remedy, we would respectfully refer 
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citizens to the exhaustive report made to the town the 
past year, by a committee of which Hon. William Aspin- 
wall was chairman, a copy of which may be found at the 
Water Board office. The conclusions arrived at by this 
committee, and borne out by experience, are as follows :— 


(1) Our water supply at its source, that is, in the filter- 
ing galleries, is as chemically pure and devoid of all taste, 
smell or color, as any spring water in New England; and 
when in this state it is delivered to a consumer, no word 
of complaint is heard. 


(2) Stored water, as ours in the Fisher Hill reservoir, 
cannot be kept agreeable to the taste or smell, and although 
shown by analysis not injurious to health, it is not fit for 
domestic purposes, and will not be acceptable to consumers. 


(3) The only remedies given or known for these ob- 
jections are either a treatment of the reservoir similar to the 
high-service tank, which has proved complete and radical, 
or a continuous pumping, with such a system of gates as will 
prevent any water getting from the reservoir into the distri- 
bution pipes. But this latter plan is not possible with our 


present supply or system. 


Buildings and Machinery. 


Considerable repairs and alterations to the work-shop 
building on Warren Street have been necessary the past 
year, owing to the increase of work. In connection with 
this building is the stable, which is now fitted with three 
stalls, and that number of horses are now required to take 
care of the work of the department. This, with all the 
other buildings under the charge of the Board, is now in 
good condition. 

The machinery, as reported upon by the respective engi- 
neers, would seem to be in good condition, or will be ait 
the repairs in progress upon the engine at the low-service 
station are completed. But the necessity of a new and 
higher duty engine at the low service station in place of the 
larger Worthington pump, is pressing itself upon the atten- 
tion of the Board, and will have to be considered by the town 
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before a great while. This pump has been in use since the 
works were established, and has served the purpose well thus 
far, but is getting old and worn, and is not as economical as 
an engine of a different or more modern construction.

Exctension Account. 


At the time of preparing this report no petitions had been 
received for street mains except from the Brookline Land 
Company. 
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By a vote of the town Noy. 14th last, the unexpended 
balance which should appear to the credit of this account at 
the close of the financial year, the Treasurer was instructed 
to carry forward to the credit of the new account for the 
coming year, to be expended specifically for street mains. 
This balance was found to be $5,103.24, and is believed to 
be sufficient for all street extensions likely to be called for 
this year. 

The demands for meters, after the town meeting of Nov. 
14th, were very much larger than anticipated, which neces- 
sitated encroaching somewhat upon this balance. These de- 
mands still continue, and call for a fuller appropriation.

Should extraordinary demands for street extensions come 
in later, a further appropriation may be necessary. 


Maintenance Account. 


For several years the demands upon this account have 
been met without increase of appropriation, there occurring 
no great break or casualty to call for a larger amount, with 
the exception of resetting the boilers at the low service sta- 
_tion in 1886. For the coming year, and hereafter, a some- 
what larger amount will be required. 

The Water Board are not unmindful that the fences and 
erounds about the Fisher Hill Reservoir are in an untidy 
and dilapidated condition, and suffer immensely by contrast 
with the Boston works on the opposite side of the avenue. 
This should not be so for the credit of the town, but the 
objection cannot be removed by the spending of any small 
amount. If, as seems probable, in the near future pub- 
lic sentiment will insist that some radical change shall be 
made in the reservoir itself, so that the water stored there 
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may be fit for domestic uses, in such an event any amount 
spent now upon the grounds would of course be wasted. 

It is for these reasons that no work is contemplated there 
in the appropriations asked for.

(3) Water pipes laid in Beacon Street : 


Every foot of main pipe laid in Beacon Street previous to 
the widening was taken up, and a brief description of the 
new mains laid is as follows: Commencing on south side of 
Beacon Street at corner of St. Mary’s Street, a ten-inch main 
runs to Carlton Street ; from this street a twelve-inch pipe is 
carried to a point 250 feet west of Park Street; the main 
here reduces to ten inches and is continued for a distance of 
2078 feet, where it reduces to eight inches, and this eight- 
inch line extends to Washington Street. From Washington 
Street to Tappan Street a ten-inch main is laid, and from 
Tappan Street to Boston line the main is reduced to six 
inches. 

The north side of Beacon Street is piped as follows : Com- 
mencing at St. Mary’s Street, a six-inch main runs to Short 
Street. At Short Street, an eight-inch high-service main is 
carried for a distance of 811.5 feet, and from this point to 
Winthrop Road a ten-inch main is laid; 350 feet east of 
Washington Street a low-service main commences, and is 
laid to a point opposite house occupied by M. Withington. 
Here the pipe is enlarged to eight inches, and this size is 
continued to Boston line. Connections between the mains

All the hydrants have been painted and a careful and fre- 
quent inspection maintained. During the severe cold of last 
winter no hydrant was frozen at the main. Several valves 
have been renewed, but mostly in those hydrants which have 
been in use since the works were built. 


Reservoir, High-Service Tank, Filtering Galleries, and 
Consumption of Water. 


The reservoir was drawn off and washed out in July. 
The same cause which then made the water unpleasant to 
the taste, still remains, and is owing wholly to alge growths. 
Frequent microscopical examinations of the water are made 
and recorded, for the purpose of detecting any change in 
these growths, resulting either from a different manner of 
pumping into or drawing from the reservoir, or other 
causes which these growths are subject to.

The consumer may feel assured that all is done that can 
be to make the water agreeable, but with our present knowl- 
edge, nothing but a total exclusion of light can wholly stop 
this trouble. 

No work has been required on the high-service tank. It 
will need repainting on the outside the coming season. 

The galleries, with the addition of the water filtered 
through the surrounding gravel beds from the canal, which 
is In communication with the river, has furnished a sufficient 
supply of water. The water necessarily drawn from this 
latter source is increasing each year with the larger consump- 
tion, and not only does this effect the quality of the water to 
a small extent, but the amount obtained in this way can now 
be but slightly increased, and consequently an extension to 
our supply will soon be imperative, unless the consumption 
is reduced. 

The table showing loss from reservoir, calculated from the 
four hours from 12 to 4 a. M., for the twenty-four hours, 
shows the result of inspection and larger use of meters. 
All unmetered fixtures will be inspected several times the 
coming season, and it is expected that the leakage will be 
still further reduced.

To the Brookline Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1889. 

There have been 310,086,476 gallons of water pumped, an 
increase of 27,500,000 gallons over last year. The water- 
valves of Engine No. 2 have been renewed, and the water- 
ends painted. Engine No. 1 is receiving a thorough over- 
hauling. It will take two or three weeks to make the 
necessary repairs, but [am doing the work in such a way 
that I can at any time have the engine in running order at a 
day’s notice. 

I would respectfully recommend that reducing valves be 
placed in the jacket-pipe of Engine No. 1, and in the heat- 
ing-pipe of engine-room, in order that a low pressure can be 
maintained in the pipes at night. The boilers are in good 
condition. The feed-pipe has been renewed, and the rear 
wall of boiler-setting No. 1 lined with fire-brick. 

The following tables show the amount of water pumped 
each month, coal consumed, etc.

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineer of the High-Service Pumping Station 
for the year ending January 31, 1889. 

The boiler has been thoroughly inspected and found to be 
in good condition. It has not needed any repairs the past 
year; the fire box will need partial relining the coming 
season. An examination of the engines showed them to be 
in the best of condition. All the repairs that have been needed 
on the engines were new valve springs on water-end of air 
pump. The grounds and building are in good condition, 
with the exception of the coal-shed, which will need some 
repairs on the roof soon. 

The land recently purchased by the Water Board at the 
junction of Newton and Grove Streets will enable us to make 
repairs on the condenser when necessary, without trespassing 
on private grounds or interfering with travel on Newton 
Street, which we could not do before; it will also make the 
surroundings more attractive.

The resignation of Mr. J. Emory Hoar, who has been 
Principal of the High School since April, 1854, was pre- 
sented to the Board at its July meeting, following the close 
of the school year. Mr. Hoar’s term of service has been 
thirty-four years, with scarcely a day’s absence in it all; one 
of the longest,—the longest, indeed, with the single exception 
of the Superintendent,—of any of the teachers who have 
served the town. How well and faithfully he has discharged 
his duties is known to all our citizens. Until within a few 
years the young men of Brookline who entered college, with 
scarcely an exception, were fitted under his direction. 
Changing conditions and the desire on the part of some to 
have their sons prepared in company with those who would 
be likely to be their companions in college, and the ease 
of access to the special fitting schools of Boston, which ar- 
range their courses to meet the special requirements of Har- 
vard, are some of the causes which, in recent years, have 
brought about the reduction in numbers of those preparing 
for college in our High School. This is much to be re-' 
gretted for many reasons, but our Board are helpless to 
prevent it. Those who have enjoyed the privilege of Mr. 
Hoar’s instruction have never found themselves behind their 
classmates by reason of imperfect preparation, and we be- 
lieve they have left him with the pleasantest feelings, and a 
grateful appreciation of his labors in their behalf. In ac- 
cepting his resignation, the Board by formal vote commu- 
nicated to Mr. Hoar their recognition of his ability and 
fidelity, and of the value of his educational work. 

Much time was given by the Committee on the High School 
and the Committee on Teachers, who acted jointly in selecting 
his successor, to the investigation of the claims and testi- 
monials of the various applicants for the vacant position. 
Personal interviews were held with a great number of candi- 
dates, extensive correspondence was carried on, and inquiries 
instituted as to others who had made no application, but who 
had been commended to our attention, and the greatest care 
was taken to secure a teacher who should be able not merely 
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to maintain the reputation of the school, butif possible bring 
it up to a higher standard, to meet the constantly increasing 
requirements for admission to College. It is gratifying to 
be able to say that, after a full discussion, when an informal 
ballot was taken in the sub-committee, the present incumbent 
was found to be the first choice of nearly all present, and the 
second choice of the others. This substantial agreement was 
very satisfactory, and there was no hesitation in recommend- 
ing Mr. Frederic T. Farnsworth to the full Board for 
confirmation, which he received by a unanimous vote. Mr. 
Farnsworth is a graduate of Tufts; he has enjoyed the priv- 
ileges of study abroad, has had much experience as a teacher, 
having been for several years the successful Principal of 
Bristol Academy, one of the most prosperous private schools 
in the State, and comes to us with the most favorable testi- 
monials from its trustees, and those familiar with his work. 

Mr. John W. Mason having resumed the practice of his 
profession, the vacancy of sub-master was filled by the 
choice of Mr. Wilton H. Desper. In making this appoint- 
ment the Committee sought for somewhat different qualifica- 
tions from those of the principal. Mr. Desper, while not a 
college graduate, has taken the full curriculum in the Wor- 
cester Polytechnic School, from which he graduated in due 
course, and the Worcester Normal School, and has had ex- 
perience in teaching those branches of the Natural Sciences, 
Chemistry, Physics, etc., as well as Mathematics, on which, . 
as on Languages, the requirements for admission to College 
and the Institute of Technology now lay so much stress. 
He now has charge also of the instruction in drawing. So 
far as we can judge from the results already obtained, the 
Board feel that the preparation for College which is now 
offered by our High School is careful and thorough. No 
other changes in this school have been made. 

In December last, Miss Collingwood, long in charge of 
the Heath School, felt the need of rest and change, and was 
granted leave of absence for the remainder of the school 
year, expecting to resume her work in the coming autumn ; 
Miss M. F. Farren was appointed to the place in her absence. 


214 REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In October, Miss Carrie M. Kingman was appointed to a 
position in the sixth grammar class in the Pierce Primary 
building; Miss F. E. Draper having resigned her position 
as teacher in the same building, in consequence of her 
marriage, Miss Daggett was transferred thither from the 
Sewall School as her successor. In November last, Mr. 
Sheehan of the Lincoln School resigned to accept a more lucra- 
tive position in one of the Boston public schools, and Miss 
Lilian M. Walton was appointed to succeed him. 

The constant increase in the number of scholars, for which 
additional accommodations have been at length prepared, has 
been frequently mentioned in previous reports. At the 
opening of the year we found it necessary to increase at once 
our force of teachers; beside the two mentioned above, Miss 
A. G. Molloy was appointed to the Winthrop, and Mrs. 
Hattie M. Pierce to the Parsons School. 

The introduction of the Kindergarten system, announced 
in our last report, also required special training for that 
method of instruction, and we have secured three teachers 
for this department. Miss M. L. Edwards and Miss E: 
Cushman have classes occupying rooms in the new building 
of the Winthrop School-house ; the class in the Boylston is 
in charge of Miss H. B. Stodder. The plans for instruction 
in Industrial training—which would more appropriately be 
styled ‘‘ mental training through the hand,”—have also called 
for teachers of special experience, and we have appointed 
Mr. 8. C. Griffin, who for some years has had charge of the 
Vacation School in that department, as’ Instructor in Car- 
pentry, and Miss Mary A. Little, as Instructor in Cooking : 
and we have reinforced Miss Nevers as Teacher of Sewing 
by the appointment of Miss C. F. Johnson. These three 
new teachers have been assigned rooms in the Lincoln 
School-house specially arranged for the purpose, thus giving 
Miss Nevers more time for instruction in the other schools. 
In the appointment of several of these teachers we have had 
the cordial assistance of the ladies of the Advisory Board, 
who have repeatedly manifested their interest, and who have 
rendered great aid to the Board, by personal supervision and 
otherwise. 
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We should not do justice to the memory of one of our 
most devoted teachers, if we omitted to speak of the death 
of Miss Abby W. Deane, for twenty-five years a teacher in 
the High School. As is known to the town from a former 
report, the failure of her health led to her resignation at the 
opening of the school year in 1885. It was then hoped that 
rest and care would restore her to at least comparative 
health, but her disease was not to be conquered, and she died 
in Switzerland, December 14th, last. A memorial service 
was held in the First Parish Church of Brookline, on Sunday 
afternoon, January 6th, conducted by her former pastors, 
the venerable Dr. Hedge and the Rey. Mr. Brown, whose 
tender tributes evidenced the regard in which she was held. 
The large attendance at this service, of citizens, of the | 
teachers who had long been associated with her, of many of 
the officers of the town, and of all the members of the School 
Committee who were in town, testified to that appreciation 
of her worth which those who knew her best felt most deeply. 


School-Houses, and School Accommodations. 

Since our last report the J. Elliot Cabot School on Marion 
Street has been occupied, without formal ceremonies. On 
the 16th of May, the Wm. H. Lincoln School was dedicated 
to school purposes by appropriate exercises, held in the 
spacious and beautiful hall, which has been greatly admired. 
It was filled with the pupils of the school and residents of the 
town. The occasion was made specially memorable by the 
presence on the platform of our venerable and distinguished 
fellow-citizen, the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, who had just 
attained his seventy-ninth year. The Chairman of the School 
Board presided, and there were also present beside the gen- 
tlemen named, the other members of the Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen, Hon. Wm. I. Bowditch, Hon. Wm. 
Aspinwall, Rev. Leonard K. Storrs, Messrs. J. Elliot Cabot, 
J. Emory Hoar, and Benjamin F. Baker, Town Clerk. 

The exercises opened with a hymn, sung by the pupils, 
after which prayer was offered by the Rev. Howard N. 
Brown, of the Committee. The scholars then sung a dedica- 
tory hymn, composed for the occasion, and set to music by 
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Mr. Cole, the Instructor in Music. The presiding officer 
made the opening address, closing by introducing Mr. Win- 
throp, as one who had been identified with the cause of 
education, whose name is incorporated with the history of 
his country, a scholar and a statesman, and whom the School 
Committee were proud to recognize as a fellow-townsman by 
giving his name to the new school building on Brookline 
Avenue. Mr. Winthrop prefaced his address with a few 
words of acknowledgment of the compliment bestowed in 
giving his name to the building mentioned, as follows :— 


‘‘T thank you, fellow-citizens and friends, ladies and gentlemen, and 
you young girls and boys of Brookline, for all these manifestations of 
welcome. I heartily wish that it were in my power to make any adequate 
response to the kind and complimentary call which your Chairman has 
made onme. ButIam conscious that my day for formal addresses is 
over, and that my words on this and on all other occasions may well be 
few. I could not fail, however, to come here this afternoon at your invi- 
tation, to say publicly how grateful I am for the honor which has been so 
unexpectedly done me by your School Committee, in giving my name! to 
one of your new school-houses.” 


Mr. Winthrop made a most felicitous address, which was 
printed in full in ‘*The Chronicle” at the time, and 
which was listened to with profound interest and close 
attention. At its conclusion the Chairman announced the 
presence of a gentlemen well known in literary circles and a 
former Chairman of the Board, whose name had been given 
to the school-house on Marion Street, but at his earnest 
request he refrained from asking him to speak. The Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, was 
next called upon, as the representative of the town; he con- 
eratulated the citizens upon the completion of the three fine 
buildings for school purposes, and gave some interesting 
reminiscences of his own school days in Brookline. At the 
conclusion of his remarks the children sang a selection, after 
which Judge Mason, Chairman of the Sub-committee on 
Grammar schools, made a brief address, speaking of the 
great advantages that had been secured for the children “by 
the transition from the old Ward School into the present 
beautiful building, and impressed upon the pupils the im- 
portance of making the best use of the privileges they en- 
joyed. Hon. William I. Bowditch and Hon. William 
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Aspinwall made interesting addresses, full of historical 
reminiscences and of commendation on the wonderful 
advance in methods of education and of opportunities now 
offered to the children of our public schools. 

A pleasant incident of the occasion was a presentation to 
the Chairman of a basket of beautiful flowers by the scholars 
through Mrs. R. E. Lander, one of the teachers, which was 
appropriately acknowledged. Brief remarks were made by 
Mr. Farnham, the principal, and Mr. D. H. Daniels, Super- 
intendent of Grammar and Primary schools, and a closing 
song was sung by the scholars. The large hall of the school, 
which has been appropriately decorated by the gentleman in 
whose honor the school is named, contains casts from the 
frieze of the Parthenon, statues and busts, and a large and 
handsome chandelier, and the expressions of satisfaction 
which came from those who inspected the building after the 
close of the exercises, were very numerous and gratifying. 
The event will long be remembered in the annals of the 
Brookline schools. 

Seven of the rooms in this building are now occupied by 
pupils, and it is expected that the remaining room will be 
required before the close of the year. A room for in- 
struction in carpentry has been fitted and furnished in the 
basement, and one of the large ante-rooms adjoining the hall 
in the third story arranged for the cooking-school. The in- 
dustrial system of education has been inaugurated here with 
most satisfactory results. 

In the new Cabot School building three rooms are also 
occupied, (one more than was used in the old Harvard 
School, ) and the remaining room will be required for the pro- 
posed Kindergarten, if the town decides to extend the 
system. All the rooms in the Winthrop School are in use. 
It will thus be seen that the provision made by the town for 
the increase of the school population was not in advance of 
the requirements. 

In this connection it is proper to say that the town has 
been presented with an excellent portrait of the late Hon. 
Amos A. Lawrence, and a valuable set of physical appara- 
tus for use in the Lawrence School, by Mrs. Amos A. Law- 
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rence as a ‘‘Memorial” of her husband; and Mr. Cabot has 
sent several pictures to the school named in his honor. This 
interest in our schools on the part of our citizens is very 
gratifying to the Board; the good effects of such means of 
cultivating the taste and increasing the interest and happi- 
ness of the pupils cannot be overestimated. ‘The members 
of the Board and our fellow-citizens fully appreciate what has 
been done by our associate for the Lincoln School, but out of 
regard to his wishes we content ourselves with the mention 
made above. 

Upon the recommendation of the School Committee, the 
town enlarged the Pierce Primary building. This was done 
by adding a wing in accordance with the original plan, mak- 
ing it a six-room building. Five of these are now occupied, 
and the sixth will probably be filled in the course of another 
year. Steam heating has been introduced, and other changes 
made to promote the comfort and health of teachers and 
pupils. The exterior has been greatly altered, improving 
its general appearance, and there are now spacious halls and 
cloak rooms. The town is for the present well provided 
with school buildings, but with the rapid increase in our 
population, an enlargement of the Pierce Grammar and 
Lawrence School houses will be necessary in a short time. 

The Kindergarten schools now occupy two of our rooms, 
and if this system is to be extended, more rooms will be re- 
quired. We do not anticipate making any requests of the 
town for additional accommodation during the present year, 
but it should be kept in mind that the great increase in the 
number of the pupils has been in the Primary classes, chiefly, 
and as these pupils advance to the Grammar grades, our 
present Grammar schools will be found wholly insufficient to 
provide for the demands that will inevitably be made upon 
them. We shall probably need in the near future a new 
Grammar school building besides the enlargements already 
mentioned. 

The Joint Committee’s report on new school-houses ap- 
pended to this report gives a further account of the expenses 
attendant on the completion of the new buildings authorized 
by the town. ‘ 
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- During the year some necessary repairs have been made 
on the Newton Street School-house. The building has been 
painted, and the adjacent grounds put in order. 


High School. 

At the opening of the year we decided to modify the 
course of study in the High School, partly with a view to 
meet the changed conditions for admission to College and the 
Institute, already mentioned, and partly to introduce more 
freedom in the matter of elective studies, in addition to those 
required to be taught. This has given more flexibility to 
the work of the school, and we hope will retain in it for a 
longer period some who would otherwise have sought such 
opportunities elsewhere. While still an experiment we 
think it an improvement, and shall aim to increase these 
privileges as rapidly as experience may show to be feasible 
and wise. As the full schedule of what is contemplated was 
printed and circulated through the town at the beginning of 
the school year, we do not repeat it in this report. 

The study of music has been added to the course. The 
laboratory has been improved by the addition of more 
benches, bowls, etc., giving more room for experimental in- 
struction ; and additions have been made to the apparatus for 
work in physics and chemistry. We have found the military 
drill of advantage to the pupils, not only in the physical 
improvement of boys, but as an aid to the discipline of the 
school, and have given another school-hour to it, with good 
results. A sub-committee are considering the best method 
to give similar advantages to the girls, by calisthenics, while 
the boys are drilling. It is unfortunate that there is no 
suitable room for such purposes in the building. The Board 
at a recent meeting applied to the Selectmen for the use of 
the upper Town Hall for drills, to avoid the inconvenience 
caused by the iron posts in the lower hall, now used for 
the purpose. It is intended to give an exhibition drill, 
before the close of the year, when our citizens will have an 
opportunity to see what we are doing in this way. 

The introduction of the study of Latin into the first class 
in the Grammar schools for those intending to enter the 
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High School, and who are thus enabled to save time on their 
way to College, has proved a move in the right direction, and 
the entering class of last fall is now nearly as far advanced 
in that study as those who had then been a year in the 
school; and this plan will be continued in the future. For 
further details concerning this school reference is made to the 
report of the Principal below, and to that of the Military 
Instructor. 


Report of the Principal and Superintendent of the 
High School. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Brookline: 

As Principal and Superintendent of the High School, I submit the fol- 
lowing report, for the year closing Jan. 31, 1889 :— 

As this school has been under my charge but half of this time, I find 
myself reporting upon matters over part of which I have had no control, 
and for which, therefore, Iam in no sense responsible. This state of affairs 
will always exist under the present plan, whenever a change takes place 
at the head of a school or in the superintendency, unless said change 
should happen to occur about February 1, which is very unlikely. Again, 
on looking over the town reports for the year ending Jan. 31, 1888, I find 
under High School: ‘‘The whole number of pupils the last year has 
been 115.” This number, Iam informed, denotes the different pupils who 
have been in attendance during the financial year. 

Would it not be better that all school statistics touching matters not 
financial, should be for the school year ending about July 1, preceding 
the annual town meeting ? This, I understand, is the method used in 
reports to the State Board of Education, and by its adoption here, we 
should avoid the possible mixing up of two administrations in one report, 
considerable work yearly on the part of superintendent and teachers, and 
the probable misinterpretation on the part of the public who read the 
reports, of the true status of each school. 

Craving your pardon, if I have gone outside of my jurisdiction in mak- 
ing the above suggestions, and yet asking your permission to interpret 
some of my figures in their light, I ask your attention to the following 
statistics :— 

Whole number of pupils past (town) year, 128; girls, 66; boys, 62. 
Highest number on the roll during first half of this period, 7. e., from Feb- 
ruary, to July, 1888, 78; during second half, 7. e., from September, 1888, 
to February, 1889, 95. Average attendance for (town) year, slightly 
under 96 per cent.; for past six months, slightly over 96 per cent. 
Number of pupils enrolled end of first week, September, 1887... 79 
Number of pupils enrolled end of first week, September, 1888... 90 
Number of pupils enrolled end of last week, January, 1888... 76 
Number of pupils enrolled end of last week, January, 1889... 89 

There graduated in June last a class of 7,—5 girls, and 2 boys. Two girls 
are in the Boston Normal School, one is a book-keeper, one is studying 
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type-writing and stenography, one assisting at home. One boy is in col- 
lege, one in a medical school. 

Of the 98 different pupils, 50 girls, 48 boys, who have been connected 
with the school since September last, 56 are studying Latin; of the 35 at 
present in the fourth class, 28 are taking that language; 13 pupils are 
fitting for college, and 5d for the Institute of Technology. The size of 
classes at present is as follows :— 

First, 15; Second, 11; Third, 28; Fourth, 35; total, 89. The Fourth 
class entered in September, 29 from the Pierce Grammar, 4 from the 
Lincoln, and 5 from other schools. Of the 98 pupils, 69 came from the 
Pierce Grammar. 

_ Two of the five teachers being new to the scholars and the scholars to 
them, it has naturally taken some time for the former to become well ac- 
customed to the new duties with the new surroundings, and for the latter 
to learn to accommodate themselves to methods and ideas, some of which, 
at least, must necessarily be new to them. The changes which have been 
made as regards the course of study, military drill, music, and in the sci- 
entific department, while it is hoped that they all are in the nature of im- 
provements, have nevertheless and of necessity been attended with more 
or less friction in their introduction. 

After much time spent in carefully considering what is done in other 
schools, in corresponding with other teachers and in trying to get at the 
especial needs of our own school, the Principal has, in conjunction with 
the High School Committee, framed a new course of study, aiming to out- 
line a course which shall combine, so far as possible, the main features of 
two such representative schools as the Boston Latin and English High, 
with both of which schools we are brought in competition, and the work 
of both of which we must do and do well if we wish to make our school 
what it should be—the peer of the Boston schools in fitting for college, 
the technological school, for business, or for the general duties of life, 
which, gentlemen, I understand to be our common aim. To the details of 
the new course of study I need not allude, as copies of it have been spread 
through the town, and others can be obtained at the Superintendent’s 
office. The difficulties arising from the temporary adjustment of the old 
and the new course will grow less as each new class enters, till all in the 
school are working fully on the new plan. 

I am thoroughly convinced of the value of military drill, both as physi 
cal exercise and as tending to increase interest in the school on the part 
not only of the boys, but also of the girls and the outside public, which. 
last should be inside, so far as interest in the school is concerned. With 
two drill hours per week much more is accomplished in both these 
respects, and the company will thereby be better prepared for the prize 
drill, for which arrangements are making. I most cordially approve the 
re-introduction of music. The scholars take interest in singing, and if 
no other use were made of it, the addition of this feature to the opening 
exercises of each day is enough to authorize its presence in the school. 

I must say a word concerning the scientific department. The addition 
of anew table in the laboratory renders possible the benefits to be obtained 
only by individual experiment. Fourteen pupils at once can and do now 
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perform the experiments themselves, instead of simply reading about 
- them in the text book, or sitting quietly by while the teacher does all the 
work, and gets (nearly) all the benefit. The classes in physics and chemistry 
have shown much interest in these practical investigations, and we feel 
confident that the results obtained abundantly compensate for the new ap- 
paratus required. 

As regards the introduction of Latin into the the Grammar schools I 
wish to state the effects in the High School, judging from the experience 
of the past six months. It has practically put the fourth and third classes 
together in their Latin, which means that the lower class on graduation 
will have had nearly one year’s more Latin than its predecessors, and this 
will mean a much larger amount of sight reading, the real test of ability 
in reading a foreign language, as our colleges, under the lead of Harvard, 
plainly give us to understand by their later catalogues. 

In conclusion I may perhaps be permitted to say that in my judgment 
the school is improving every week in all respects, as teachers and pupils 
become better and better acquainted with each other, and each other’s 
ways and ideas. Simple justice to my assistants demands that I should 
record the fidelity with which they are all doing what, so far as I can 
judge, is excellent work. 

I must ask your indulgence for the length of this report, rendered 
necessary, however, by the circumstances.

Report of the Military Instructor. 


Dr. FRANK WELLS, Chairman Committee on Military Drill :— 


Sir,—I have the the honor to submit my report of the School Battalion 
for the year :— 

There are on the roll: Officers, 3; sergeants, 5; corporals, 4; privates, 
29. An aggregate of 41. 

The school year closed with the class in a fair condition of proficiency, 
and about the usual proportion of the older members left at that time. I 
took it upon myself to have the arms oiled, in order to prevent rusting 
during the vacation, and enclose the bill, $11.75, for your approval. 
‘The arms are now in good order, and are kept in the school building, 
which in my opinion is an improvement. 

The class is in a more advanced position, as regards proficiency in drill, 
than ever before at this time in the school year. This is due, I am sure, 
to the additional hour each week, under the supervision of Capt. Carpen- 
ter, who is a very careful and painstaking drill-officer, and a very good 
disciplinarian, better than many officers of much longer experience. The 
lieutenants, Sears and Paige, are well up in their drill, and are of great 
assistance to me in the oversight of the*men, correcting positions of 
pieces, and of the men in line, and in other ways. First-Sergt. Duncklee 
deserves mention for very careful attention to duty. The conduct of the 
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men is, and has been for the most part, all that could be desired. I 
adopted at the beginning of the year a system of reporting flagrant delin- 
quencies to Mr. Farnsworth, but for a long time have had none to report. 
Several members of the Committee have looked in on us from time to 
time, and we shall be glad to see more of them. Mr. Farnsworth comes 
in frequently. The only difficulty we have to contend with now is the 
posts in the «rill hall. If we could have the larger hall it would leave 
nothing to be desired, and in my opinion no harm would be done to the 
walls or floor by allowing its use for drill.

Grammar and Primary Schools. 


The recent liberal action of the town increasing our ac- 
commodations for the greatly increased number of scholars 
has given great relief to teachers and scholars. - This can 
hardly be appreciated by those who are not familiar with 
the crowded condition of many of the rooms in the last 
few years. The improvement is already manifest in the 
work done, and the comfort and freedom: from listlessness 
which has followed. The report of the Superintendent of 
these schools appended to this report will give all necessary 
information concerning them. It is sufficient to say that 
never before have the schools been in a more satisfactory 
condition. 

We append the usual tabular views of the buildings, rooms 
and classes, with their teachers. 
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Grades I. to VI., inclusive, are grammar classes; and 


VII. to XII. are primary classes. 


The latter are half-year 


























classes. 
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We desire to call the attention of the town to the va- 
rious reports appended, on industrial education, music and 
drawing, which will show, better than can be done in any 
summary, just what has been attempted, and what has 
already been accomplished. The work of the Kindergartens 
has been very interesting; but as they have been in opera- 
tion only a portion of the year, and as the chairman of 
the sub-committee in charge of this branch of the work has 
been obliged to be absent in consequence of ill health, no 
special report is now submitted. The sub-committee, and 
the Advisory Board, however, are fully satisfied of the 
importance and value of this instruction, and recommend 
the establishment of another Kindergarten in the Cabot 
building. 


Report of the Drawing Teacher. 


To the School Committee of Brookline :— 

GENTLEMEN,— Form study and drawing are now generally considered 
essential to the complete education of the child. It is necessary not only 
that he should acquire accurate conceptions, but that he should be able to 
express them in as many ways as possible. The study thus becomes a 
means of expression, as well as of cultivating the power of observation 
and strengthening the memory. 

The study of form and drawing is now carried systematically through 
all the schools. The first two years are devoted to clay modeling, the 
study of type forms, paper folding and cutting, and drawing. From the 
First Primary to the High School the drawing is done on the blackboard, 
in practice books and drawing books. 

The instruction in this department is in general the same as last year. 
The American Text Books of Art Education are used, with the introduc- 
tion to a limited degree of Prang’s Shorter Course. The latter so far as 
tried have proved very satisfactory. 

The time for drawing in the High School has been increased, otherwise 
the work is but little changed; it is obligatory the first two years. The 
first year the entire class is instructed in freehand drawing from models, 
casts and other objects; the second year the girls continue the freehand, 
having both outline and light and shade, while the boys are taught me- 
chanical drawing. 

The work in the new Lincoln School is somewhat broadened, although 
at present not materially changed. More time is allowed, consequently 
more thorough work can be accomplished. I trust the work as now car- 
ried on in this school will so recommend itself that materials there used 
will soon be furnished throughout the town. 

The value to each child of discovering for himself the facts and appear- 
ance of objects cannot be overestimated. It is absolutely necessary to 
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have a cube, in order to have the child perceive the appearance of it. The 
aim in drawing is the development of the mind of the child, not to pro- 
duce a book of show work expressing no thought on the part of the pupil. 
It should become so easy a mode of expression, that it should be used 
naturally as an aid in other studies, and the designs for sewing should be 
an outgrowth of the drawing. The manual training work in the shop is 
necessariiy closely allied to the study; in fact, drawing is its very foun- 
dation. Soon we are to begin a course in mechanical drawing, from 
which the shop work is to be done. More work in development of models 
and objects from paper has been done, as well as paper folding, cutting 
and pasting for design. 

The work as yet is but fairly started, and it will require much time and 
patience to secure the desired results.

Report of the Instructor in Music. 


The close of 1888 finds the cause of music in the public schools measur- 
ably advanced, and the good work still progressing. Among the many 
good deeds done to us, and the cause during the year, we recall two, 
which we name in the order of their importance. 

First, The formal adoption of the books and charts of the Normal 
Music Course, in which we have sufficient material for study and practice 
for the entire course from the lowest primary to the graduating class in 
the High School. . 

Second, The purchase of more pianos for use in the schools. I am not 
among those who depreciate the importance of the piano as an educator. 
On the contrary, I have never seen an instance where it was not a source 
of joy and delight to the children, and a great assistance to the teachers. 

Iam glad to report marked advancement in several particulars; first, 
in the plan of study. Since my first connection with the schools, I have 
pushed upward the method until, in the majority of instances, the work is 
done upon a basis which will commend itself to any intelligent musician. 
Second, I note an increased interest in many schools, on the part of the 
boys. I hail this with much delight, as the ‘‘ boy question” is one that is 
perplexing many teachers. It is also a sure indication that the boys are 
acquiring independence in reading music, which, in itself, is an ever in- 
creasing pleasure. Third, the children as a whole are reading music 
much more readily than ever before, while at the same time the music 
they are reading is much more difficult than that which was read at sight 
at the exhibition in 1887. 

By reference to the report of last year, I find that two of our most 
pressing needs were brought to the attention of the Board at that time; 
namely, the need of more time for the study of music, and the establish- 
ment of a standard of attainment in music as in other studies, which must 
be reached in order to promotion. If a little of the time now given to 
other studies could be devoted to music, Iam sure that it would result 
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in much practical good to the scholars. As these suggestions have not 
yet received your approval, it becomes my duty once more to urge their 
importance, promising that every advantage given, by which I can bring 
_ this important study nearer to the individual scholar, shall be improved 

to its fullest extent, and made to add, not only much happiness to the 
lives of the pupils, but also increased intellectual activity. 

I close with an allusion to one more advance, which has been made 
in this department since my last report. Although I have taught in 
Brookline for four years, I had never been in the High School building 
until, by the action of the Committee, I was invited to go there to give 
the first lesson last September. Since then the school has been provided 
with a suitable collection of music, and the work is now growing in inter- 
est from week to week.

Industrial Education. 


Six years ago, in deference to what seemed to be a grow- 
ing public demand, an Industrial Vacation School of Car- 
pentry for boys was established. This step was taken as an 
experiment to determine whether boys of the grammar 
school age have the physical and mental maturity to profit 
by such a course of instruction. 

It was supposed that a certain amount of hand-skill in the 
use of tools could be acquired, but to what extent such 
pupils could be made to grasp the principles involved in 
mechanic art work, and to comprehend the best methods 
to be followed in the solution of simple problems, were 
questions to be answered by the results of the experiment. 

Two serious difficulties were encountered at the outset: 
the first was, to secure some degree of regularity in attend- 
ance, where none was obligatory, and the pupils preferred 
the freedom of the streets and the fields to the constraints of 
the shop; and the second was, to find knowledge and expe- 
rience in teaching, combined with the ability to interest and 
control the pupils under such unfavorable conditions. But 
these obstacles were met and to a considerable degree 
gradually overcome. Not only the members of the School 
Committee, but others who took sufficient interest in the 
experiment to note the gain from year to year, became con- 
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vinced that the teaching of hand-work as a laboratory exer- 
cise, and as a means of mental development, had been 
successful, and would be still more so under the more fav- 
orable conditions of being adoped by the public school, and 
placed among its requirements as a subject of systematic 
study and discipline. : 

In the meantime, volunteer classes of girls from the Gram- 
mar schools had been taught cooking, leading to the estab- 
lishment of a Vacation School for girls, in which sewing and 
cooking were prominent subjects of study. These experi- 
ments also had met with sufficient success to justify, in the 
opinion of those most interested, the introduction of these 
subjects into the required course of Grammar school studies. 
The School Committee preferred, however, to wait until the 
favorable moment should arrive before taking this second 
and more important step of making hand or laboratory work 
for both boys and girls an integral element in the mental | 
training of the Grammar school course. 

Finally the opportunity came in the erection of the Wm. 
H. Lincoln Grammar School building. Besides accommoda- 
tions for eight classes of pupils, it also contained basement 
rooms suitable for carpentry and other hand studies for 
boys, while rooms well adapted for cooking and sewing were 
found on the upper floor. 

In the spring of 1888, when the pupils of the Ward 
School were transferred to the new Lincoln building, the 
Committee began to consider the question of the reorganiza- 
tion of the course of study for this school, to take effect at 
the beginning of the present school year. After full consid- 
eration, it was decided to begin by giving to all pupils of 
twelve years of age and over (which includes the upper 
three of the seven classes now composing the school), six 
hours of hand-studies per week, and to the remaining classes 
four hours per week, out of the required twenty-five hours 
per week. The time allotted to each of the several hand- 
studies at present included in the course, is as follows :— 


Free-hand Drawing, in two one-hour lessons per week, is 
given to all the pupils of the school (279). 
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Carpentry, in two two-hour lessons per week for the 
upper three classes, and in two one-hour lessons per week 
for the remaining classes, is given to all the boys of the 
school (144). 

Sewing, in two one-hour lessons per week, is given to all 
the girls of the school (135). 

Cooking, in one two-hour lesson per week, is given to all 
the girls in the upper three classes (56). 


During the second half of the year, which began Feb. 11, 
the carpentry lessons of the first class were reduced to 
one hour each, and the other hour was given to mechanical 
drawing, and a portion of the time which the girls of the 
first class had given to sewing, was devoted to cutting and 
fitting. 

The shop for carpentry is fitted with twenty-four benches 
and sets of tools, and at present is large enough to include 
all the boys in any class of the school in a single section. 
The room for cooking is fitted for fifteen in a section, but 
when necessary a few additional pupils can be included. 
The room for sewing is fitted with twenty-four chairs and 
single tables, and also with larger tables for cutting. 

The aim in the hand-studies has not been to produce the 
largest manual results, but to determine the best methods for 
making this work the most effective as an intellectual dis- 
cipline. It is proposed to add other hand-studies as fast as 
the best interests of the school shall seem to require. 

The Committee feel that they have been fortunate in the 
selection of the teachers needed to carry out the new courses 
of study, and it is but justice to add that all the teachers, 
new and old, have done all in their power, both by word and 
deed, to make the new departure a success. ; 

It may be well briefly to consider the terms ‘‘/ndustrial 
Education” and ** Manual Training,” and inquire in what 
sense they should be used in connection with the hand-stud- 
ies in the Lincoln School. Hand-studies in any school, or in 
any course of study, may be considered and used simply as 
an educational means, or largely as an educational end. If 
considered as an end, then the school becomes a special 
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school with a special mission, having in view the preparation 
of its pupils, through the skill of hand acquired, for imme- 
diate entrance upon some industrial pursuit in which hand- 
training finds a ready application. Such a school hasa purely 
industrial end in view, and is a special technical school. On 
the other hand hand-studies may be given very little practi- 
cal prominence, and be regarded mainly as the best means 
for cultivating the powers of observation, invention and judg- 
ment, and used almost entirely as an educational means. It 
is in this sense that these studies are regarded and used in 
the Lincoln School. 

We do not know what the future has in store for our chil- 
dren, nor is it the business of school boards and teachers to 
inquire. ‘The only question is, In what way, and by what 
means, can we best develop the special capacities and apti- 
tudes of each child, moral and intellectual, so that it shall 
most easily find its proper sphere in life, and become a self- 
dependent and a selitgoverned citizen? It is in this spirit, 
and with these high aims in view, that we are striving to 
build up our public schools. | 


Evening School. 


The school opened on November 8, in charge of Mr. Sher- 
burne, assisted by Misses Mary and Maggie O’Hearn, and 
has held its sessions on four evenings of the week. The 
whole number of pupils registered in the elementary depart- 
ment was 68, with an average attendance of 30 up to January 
15; which, however, as with all evening schools, has later 
been somewhat smaller. The studies taken up have been 
arithmetic, book-keeping, reading, spelling, history and civil 
government; the pupils taking such of these as they chose. 
The usefulness of this school is unquestioned, and yet it 
would seem that the opportunities here offered ought to be 
habitually improved by much larger numbers. 

The Committee have this year attempted the experiment 
of classes in more advanced branches, offering those for 
which there came a demand from sufficient numbers. On 
November 18, a class in French, which registered in all 26, 
with an average of 11, was started under the tuition of Miss 
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Fogg of the day High School. Good progress was made ; 
enough, clearly, to warrant the continuance another year if 
called for. <A. little later classes began in geometry and 
chemistry, under Mr. Desper, also of the High School,—the 
work of the latter branch being conducted mainly by means 
of laboratory experimentation. The number of geometry 
pupils was 15, of chemistry 15. The attendance on both 
these has been excellent: that upon chemistry invariably all 
the laboratory would allow, some being refused. 

The Committee feel satisfied with the value of the work 
done and the success of the experiment of High school in- 
struction. Our experience is like that of Boston and other 
cities, where the successful evening school has been the High. 

It is believed that the elementary classes would be better 
attended if nearer the village. Another year it may be best 
that the Evening School be more fully identified with the 
educational system of the town by being formally placed under 
the oversight of the Superintendent of Grammar and Pri- 
mary Schools. 


Addition to Pierce Grammar School. 


Upon the recommendation of the Committee the town ap- 
propriated the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars to improve 
the sanitary condition of this building. The water-closets 
have been removed from the basement, a brick addition has 
been constructed, and completely furnished with closets of 
approved design, with lastest improvements, and well venti- 
lated. It is heated by steam, and the work has been done 
ina most complete and thorough manner. The money has 
been expended as follows : 
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The Lawrence and Boylston Primary School houses are 
also ina very unsatisfactory sanitary condition, and similar 
changes should be made in each of these buildings. They have 
attracted the attention of the State Supervisors, and they have 
notified the Committee that the system should be improved 
without delay. The Committee fully concur in this, and re- 
quest the town to make the necessary appropriation to meet 
the expense. <A careful estimate has been made, and the 
sum of fifty-five hundred dollars will be required. _ 


The Advisory Board. 


Inquiries having been addressed to various members of the 
Committee for information as to the relation the ladies of the 
Advisory Board bear to the Board elected by the town, we 
append for information extracts from the report of the Sub- 
committee and the vote of the School Committee March 11, 
1872, under which that Board was established :— 

‘¢ The Sub-committee to whom was referred the proposition 
for forming an Advisory Board of ladies to act in aid of the 
School Committee, beg leave to report as follows :— 

[The advantages hoped to be gained are mentioned, and 


the report continues : ] 

‘‘ We incline to think that for the present greater benefit can be gained 
from the action of an advisory council of ladies, co-operating with the 
Committee, but without any public and formal obligations other than 
those which they may choose from time to time to impose upon them- 
selves—than from any attempt to secure their presence in this Board. 
We recommend accordingly the adoption of the following vote :— 

** Voted, That the School Committee appoint an Advisory Board of 
ladies to assist them with their judgment in all matters pertaining to the 
management of the schools—that it consist in the first instance of nine 
members, who shall have the right to add to their number as they may 
see fit, and whose duty it shall be to report to this Board, at the end of 
each term in each year, in writing, concerning the condition of the 
schools. 

‘¢ That the Advisory Board be invited to visit the schools as often as 
their convenience will permit, and under such regulations as they may 
prescribe for themselves, and to report to this Board at any of its meet- 
ings, in writing, any suggestions that may occur to them. 

‘‘ And that the teachers of all the schools be requested to afford every 
facility to the members of the Advisory Board, and to aid them by all 
means in their power in acquainting themselves with the condition of the 
schools.” 


This report was unanimously adopted. 
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Under this vote, the Advisory Board (the number five 
having been found more convenient, ) have continued to act 
with the Committee. As vacancies have occurred from 
time to time, the School Committee have requested the 
ladies to suggest the names of those whose interest in the 
schools would make their membership desirable, and their 
advice of value, and these recommendations have invariably 
been approved. The names of the present members are 
given with those of the Board at the beginning of this report. 
There is now one vacancy.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline :— 


The following report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1889, 
is respectfully submitted for your consideration. 

The many changes affecting the interests of the schools 
the past year, seem to require from me a somewhat more 
detailed statement than usual. 


Harvard and Cabot Schools. 


The Harvard School, as such, was discontinued March 23, 
1888. The following week (vacation), the furniture was 
removed to the new building and thoroughly repaired, or 
replaced by new. April 2, the pupils assembled for the first 
time in the new Cabot school-house, a building in its interior 
arrangements, one of the most convenient and attractive 
for primary school purposes to be found in the State. This 
building is located on Marion Street, on a dry spot, with at- 
tractive surroundings, away from the noise and bustle of the 
business centre of the town, and free from dust. It is a 
four-room building, two rooms of which were occupied to the 
end of the term in June, 1888. In September, the increase 
of pupils made it necessary to furnish and occupy a third 
room. 

Many parents have expressed their satisfaction not only 
with the building, but also with the school as now con- 
ducted. We hope to maintain a school which will continue 
to be, as it now is, worthy of their confidence and patronage. 


Ward and Lincoln Schools. 


The event which has affected beneficially the greatest num- 
ber of children in an intellectual and moral point of view, 
was the abandonment of the old Ward School, with all its

past associations, its unfortunate location, its inconvenient 
internal arrangements, for the elegant and commodious 
Lincoln Grammar School, with its sunny rooms, its modern 
appliances, and facilities for successfully conducting the work 
in its various intellectual and industrial departments. 

The Lincoln building has a beautiful and attractive hall, 
made so chiefly by the munificence of the donor whose name 
the school bears. It is ample for seating the entire school, 
and it is appreciated and enjoyed by the teachers and pupils. 
It affords an opportunity, not enjoyed by any other grammar 
or primary school in town, for assembling the whole school 
at such times and on such occasions as may be profitable for 
general instruction, lectures, exhibitions, etc. From its 
central position it will be accessible for teachers’ meetings, 
and for other educational purposes whenever needed. 

The various classes were transferred from the Ward 
School to the new building in May. No school session was 
omitted, and indeed there was no interruption to the regular 
work of the school, for the transfers were made class by 
class as the rooms were in readiness to receive them. In the 
interest of economy, the old furniture, so far as it could be 
put in proper condition, was used. ‘The master’s room was 
fitted up with new furniture, and his class occcupied their 
new quarters for the first time May 15, the day preceding 
the dedicatory exercises. The last class was transferred 
May 238, and the Ward School ceased to exist. 

In the summer vacation three other rooms were furnished 
and were occupied at the opening of the schools in September. 
There is still one unoccupied room. No grammar school 
in the County, so far as I know, has better opportunities for 
doing good work than this one. I think the pupils thoroughly 
enjoy their school, and we naturally look for satisfactory 
results. 

For reasons not necessary to mention, it is desirable that 
our primary school buildings should be used exclusively for 
primary school purposes. We were in hopes that on the 
completion of the Lincoln School, all the grammar classes in 
that section of the.town might be accommodated in that 
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building. But this was found to be impracticable, and we 
have at present one class of the sixth grammar grade in 
each of the following primary buildings: Winthrop, Boyls- 
ton, Parsons and Sewall,—an aggregate of one hundred and 
seventeen grammar pupils. 





Kindergartens. 


In September the Board established two Kindergarten 
schools,— one a ‘*double” Kindergarten in the Winthrop 
building, the other a ‘‘single” Kindergarten in the Boylston. 
The former now has two teachers and forty-nine pupils, and 
the latter one teacher and thirty-two pupils. 

These schools are intended to supply a want in our school 
system, whereby children between four and five years of age 
who, from immaturity and statute limitation, have hitherto 
been excluded from the public schools, may have an oppor- 
tunity to do such work preparatory to entering the primary 
schools as their age and capacity enable them to do. 

We find from experience that children who enter the pri- 
maries at five years of age are often so immature, and so 
irregular in attendance, that fully twenty-five per cent of 
those entering in February and March are obliged to repeat 
the work of the sixth grade with the beginners in the follow- 
ing September. Some of these children could spend a few 
months to greater profit in the Kindergartens, as the work 
there attempted is better adapted to their capacities, and 
tends also to strengthen them for the primary work later on. 

We find also that children entering the primary schools at 
six years of age with strong and vigorous constitutions are 
able to complete satisfactorily the work of the lower grades 
in a shorter time than contemplated in your course of study. 
As a matter of fact, individual pupils are promoted whenever 
we are convinced that they have the strength and maturity 
necessary for the advanced grades. 

The above also applies with some force to the grammar 
schools. A few exceptional promotions were made last year 
with advantage to the pupils. Individual cases of double 
promotions, while not numerous in the past, relatively con- 
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sidered, are made whenever, in the judgment of the teachers 
and superintendent, pupils evince by their ability and appli- 
cation to work that they will be benefited by being advanced 
to ahigher grade. 


There are occasionally pupils who cannot properly do 
the work now required in the time assigned. This fact 
naturally leads me to discuss the subject of examinations and 
promotions. I approach this part of my report with some 
hesitation. Iam satisfied, however, that some modification 
of our present practice is desirable. Our conditions at 
present widely differ from those of a decade ago, when we 
had fewer schools and fewer pupils. That I may the more 
fully and intelligently place the matter before you, I will 
briefly state our past and our present methods of examina- 
tions and promotions, and then state the proposed change. 

I assume that we all agree upon this one point, viz.,—that 
the object of examinations is primarily to ascertain how 
thoroughly the work of the various grades is done; to in- 
quire into the fitness of individual pupils to be advanced, to 
a higher grade; and this should include not only a knowl- 
edge of their intellectual powers, and advancement in their 
studies, but also a knowledge, as far as possible, of their 
physical condition and habits of application. The latter, as 
an important element of qualification, can better be obtained 
from the teacher than from an occasional test exercise. 

For some years prior to 1879 a written examination was 
made monthly of all classes of a grammar grade. Subse- 
quently the teachers were required to mark the pupils upon 
daily recitations instead of upon written work for the months 
of February, April, September and November. 

For many years, and including 1883, two written examin- 
ations per year, in addition to the above, were made under 
the direction and control of the sub-committee on examina- 
tions ; one in January and the other in June. The results of 
these examinations are kept in the superintendent's office. 

In January, 1884, the usual examination made at that time 
by the sub-committee was omitted by vote of the Board, and 
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instead thereof, at my request, the teachers prepared ques- 
tions upon subjects taught in their individual classes for the 
preceding half year. These questions were submitted to me 
for examination and approval. I assigned a separate subject 
to each teacher, and the questions were used in all classes of 
the grade for which they were prepared. 

This plan, with slight modifications, has since been fol- 
lowed with satisfactory results. It has secured uniform 
questions for corresponding grades, and has afforded every 
teacher an opportunity once a year, to test her class upon 
questions prepared by some other teacher than herself. 
This examination has the same value as any other one test 
in determining the condition of the classes. 

The results of the examination in June, under the direc- 
of the sub-committee, has equal weight with the preceding 
four months’ record combined, made by the teachers. 

For many years past in the month of June you have ex- 
amined all the pupils in the grammar grades by using uni- 
form printed questions in corresponding classes. Nobody 
doubts the fitness of at least three-fourths of the pupils 
to pass to the next grade, even before the examination is 
made. Moreover, the examination occurs at an unfortu- 
nate season, when the hot weather is setting in, and some of 
the most faithful and best prepared pupils are nervously 
anxious as to the results of this particular test. Still, by your 
regulations, no pupil, whatever his past record, can be ex- 
cused from the accustomed ordeal. Then, again, the schools 
must close early on examination days, that the teachers may 
meet at some central point, usually at the rooms of the Pierce 
School, for marking papers and recording results. This, in 
brief, is the history of our methods by which we have virtu- 
ally classified the schools. ; 

My proposed plan is as follows: Teachers, as now re- 
quired, shall keep a record of scholarship, progress, habits of 
application, attendance, deportment, tardiness and dismis- 
sion, and make a monthly report thereof to the parents. 

The superintendent shall make or cause to be made such 
examinations, at the request or with the approval of the sub- 
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committee on examinations, as may be deemed necessary in 
order to obtain a full and complete knowledge of the con- 
dition of the various classes. 

In the month of June, each teacher shall send to the 
superintendent the names of all pupils whose record of 
scholarship for the year is up to the required standard, and 
whose deportment and habits of application entitle them to a 
promotion. These pupils may be excused from taking the 
Committee’s written examination for the month of June. 

On referring to my past records, I find that this list is 
likely to include fully seven-eighths of all the pupils. There 
will still remain to be disposed of, about, one-eighth of 
the whole number; some of the latter could be promoted 
with advantage to themselves, and the remainder would 
be manifestly unfit for the advanced work. Concerning the 
doubtful ones, the teacher should state definitely their par- 
ticular deficiencies, with the causes thereof, so far as he is 
able to do so, the attendance and age of pupils, and com- 
municate such other information as may be necessary to 
enable the sub-committee to make a proper classification. It 
might be well to promote some on trial for a few weeks when 
there seemed to be a reasonable prospect of satisfactory work 
being done in an advanced class. 

The doubtful ones and those .regarded as unprepared for 
promotion could, if dissatisfied with the classification made, 
be examined in the usual way. 

The above plan, imperfectly outlined, would obviate the 
necessity of closing the schools at about the middle of the 
sessions for nearly a week before the end of the term. It 
would also relieve the teachers from the tiresome and un- 
satisfactory labor of marking so many papers simply that we 
may know definitely just what per cent. each pupil has 
obtained, when no one questions the fitness of the great 
majority of the pupils for promotion before marking. 

I assure the Board that this matter has not been hastily 
considered. Neither do I wish to debar the Committee, or 
any member thereof from making the most searching examin- 
ations and inquiries. into the intellectual condition of any 
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school or class; but simply that we may gain all needed 
information and make all necessary examinations at such 
times and in such ways as will enable us to properly classify 
our schools, with the least nervous strain on the part of the 
pupil. When the pupils understand that their promotion 
depends mainly upon steady and regular daily work, rather 
than upon an opportunity to ‘* cram” for a final examination 
which counts as much for them as all their other records 
combined, then, I think, they will find an additional incen- 
tive for daily faithfulness.

THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





The thirty-second annual report of the Trustees, the re- 
port of the Treasurer of the Board, the report of the Libra- 
rian and the report of the Building Committee are herewith 
submitted. | 

The report of the Treasurer shows the good condition of 
the investments belonging to the Gardner Fund and to the 
Hall Fund. The income has been duly received. This in- 
come as heretofore has been especially devoted to books of 
higher cost, and a list of them is included in the report of the 
Librarian. 

The library books are in average condition. There is 
more indication of injury from unwashed hands than from 
deliberate mischief. This of course might easily be in great 
measure prevented by watchfulness of parents. There are, 
however, cases of maltreatment of books by folding down of 
leaves to mark places, often in works read by adults, which 
are more reprehensible. Too much can hardly be said 
against this vicious practice. 

The number of volumes added during the year by gift and 
purchase is 1106, making the total number of volumes in the 
library 33,756, besides a large number of unbound works 
and pamphlets. 

The average daily circulation has been for home use 146, 
and for library and home use together 170,—the total circu- 
lation having been for the whole year 52,016. 

In the year 1869 the library was moved from its modest 
quarters in the old Town Hall, now the Police Station, into 
the new building. In 1889, after twenty years of steady 
growth, it expands itself into the new wing now just com- 
pleted. Twenty new alcoves are added to the twenty already

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existing, thus doubling the book-hall shelving. The Trustees 
have, however, looked beyond this, and have so spaced the 
new alcoves that an intervening book rack can readily be 
placed in each, with two exceptions, and it is safe to say the 
present building will comfortably contain all the books likely 
to be in the possession of the library at the close of the first 
decade of the twentieth century. 

The report of the Building Committee gives a full descrip- 
tion of the new north wing, and other extensive alterations 
and improvements. 

After the completion of the new hall the Trustees thought 
best to remove the brick wall and circular iron stair-case 
back of the delivery desk, thereby perfecting the ventilation 
and opening out a view through the whole extent of the hall. 
This has been done by Mr. Melcher, who has also built 
the beautiful delivery counter from designs made by Mr. 
Fehmer, as well as the reference-book shelves and table- 
racks for reviews and periodicals in Gardner Hall. 

The new arrangement made by the town authorities for 
heating the Public Library, together with the High School and 
Pierce Grammar School, by steam, from a plant. located in 
the basement of the High School building, though beneficial 
to the books and their bindings, is likely to result in a large 
increase in the cost of heating the Public Library. The 
proportion of cost has been fixed at 40 per cent for 
the library, and 60 per cent for the schools named. 
The bill rendered and paid by the library for this service 
up to January 31, 1889, amounted to $309.96, against 
$134.40 for coal used in 1887 for heating by furnaces, and 
in addition thereto the library will have to pay its proportion 
of the expense of running the plant to the end of the heat- 
ing term, which is likely to amount to $200 more for the 
library to pay. | 

It is fair to state, however, that the increase in the size of 
the library building would have caused an increased outlay 
for furnaces and fuel to have heated it in the old way, but 
the increase in the building is only in the book department 
and the new basement, while the old halls and reading rooms 
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remain the same. For the increase of the building it 
would be fair to allow 50 per cent increase of fuel over that 
used in 1887. If that were to be done we should then have 
the cost of heating by furnaces to be, in round numbers, 
say $200, instead of say $500 per annum for heating by 
steam as now arranged to be done. 

The Trustees have decided to offer to the public a sugges- 
tion-box with an opening in the new delivery counter. This 
box can only be unlocked by the Library Committee. All 
honest communications will receive careful consideration ; 
but the Board expressly request that every such communi- 
cation shall be signed with the true name of the writer.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with their decision as set forth in the 31st 
annual report the Trustees at the ensuing March meeting 
asked the town for an appropriation of $15,000 for the pur- 
pose of building an additional wing to the original structure, 
and for the improvement of certain faulty arrangements con- 
nected with the westerly entrance. This estimate of cost 
was reached by the study of preliminary designs with approx- : 
imate figures, and was thought to be ample. 

The Trustees had the gratification of finding that the town 
placed sufficient confidence in their judgement of the press- 
ing needs of the Library to grant the money without debate. 

The architect was at once instructed to draw out working 
plans and specifications, and bids were publicly advertised 
for in conformity with the by-laws of the town. 

When, at the appointed time, the several sealed offers were 
opened, it appeared that the sum of the lowest bids, together 
with the architect’s commission, would just about absorb the 
entire appropriation. As it would evidently be unsafe to 
enter upon so considerable an expenditure without a respect- 
able margin for contingencies, the Trustees felt it to be 
incumbent upon them to adopt one of two courses,—either to 
dwarf their well-matured plans, or to ask the town for a 
small additional appropriation. After due consideration the 
latter course was decided upon, and a statement of the facts 
being made at the next town meeting, the sum of $1,500 was 
promptly added, making the entire appropriation $16,500. 

The plans were drawn by our townsman, Carl Fehmer, 
Esq., under whose immediate superintendence the work was 
carried out. The carpenter work was by Messrs. Creesy & 
Noyes; the mason work was by Mr. Horace James; the 
painting and glazing was by Mr. B. F. Baker; the plumbing 
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was by Messrs. Kenrick Brothers; the iron work was by 
Messrs. G. W. & F. Smith; the steam-heating apparatus 
was by the Walworth Construction and Supply Co. ; and the 
wiring and electric light apparatus was by Messrs. Fuller, 
Holtzer & Co. The wide opening connecting the delivery 
room with the book hall was made by Mr. Wm. K. Melcher, 
who also constructed the new and artistic delivery counter, 
as well as the reference shelving and table-racks in Gardner 
Hall. 

The new north wing is substantially built of simple brick 
work, with a single string course of hammered granite con- 
forming in its lines and style as nearly as possible to the 
original building. | 

The basement story is entered by a wide door upon a level 
with the asphalt roadway which extends from School Street to 
Prospect Street. Upon the right is a well-warmed and 
lighted apartment, measuring 18.6 feet by 30.6 feet, adapted 
for the purpose of a lecture or study room in connection with 
the use of the Library. Upon the left is a finished packing 
room, measuring 27 feet by 30.6 feet, from which a power- 
ful and easily handled elevator ascends, through a protected 
well with doors on every floor, to the upper story. From 
the wide entry-way between these two rooms a handsome 
staircase of bronzed iron with square landings mounts 
through the book hall and gallery to the attic floor. 

The main story is the book hall proper, connected by an 
opening about fourteen feet wide with the old book hall. The 
new alcove gallery connects in the same manner with the old 
alcove gallery. 

The new hall measures 54.7 feet in length by 35 feet in 
width. Both the gallery and hall floors are of quartered oak. 
The iron columns and gallery railing, as well as the two iron 
staircases, are finished in gilt-bronze. 

The number of alcoves in the new hall and gallery is 
twenty, which is the same number contained in the old hall, 
and the shelving room is practically doubled. When the old 
hall is newly painted the style of both- will be uniform 
throughout. 
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Above the gallery is an upright story through which pass 
columns supporting the roof, thus avoiding the use of trusses. 
A number of comfortable rooms, approached by the main 
staircase, can be constructed on this floor when the demand 
shall arise. Four approved ventilators open through the 
sky-lights in this story; under them are swinging sashes 
worked from the alcove gallery. This relieves both the old 
and new galleries of the accumulating heated air. 

The long, steep flight of stairs formerly leading from the 
side entrance to the second story has disappeared, and a 
much needed passageway from the outer door to the delivery 
room has been opened in its place. This change relieves 
the Librarian’s room of the constant through travel to which 
it has been previously exposed, and affords a free approach 
directly to the interior of the building from the private door. 
A new oak staircase, with easy rise and square landings, 
ascends to the Board room and other apartments above. 
This staircase also descends to the basement, where, in addi- 
tion to some other improvements, a neat and convenient 

‘dressing room provided with modern requirements has been 
constructed. 

The entire building is now heated by steam through direct 
and indirect radiation. This is furnished by underground 
pipe from the boiler plant in the basement of the High School. 
The apparatus proves itself equal to any demand likely to be 
made upon it. 

The Library is hghted throughout by twenty candle power 
incandescent lamps. The electricity is supplied from the 
Brookline Gas Light Company’s works. As no fire of any 
kind will longer be needed in the building, the danger from 
that source is now reduced to a minimum. 

The cost of the entire work has been sixteen thousand 
four hundred and ninety-seven dollars and fourteen cents, 
leaving an unexpended balance of the appropriation of two 
dollars and eighty-six cents. 

It is fair to say, however, that this includes an outlay of 
nearly three hundred dollars for indirect radiation, which the 
Trustees had supposed to be already provided for in the con- 
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tract between the town and the Walworth Construction and 
Supply Company, and also includes the expenditure of 
three hundred dollars for electric wiring in the old building, 
which was not a part of the estimate on which the appro- 
priation asked for was based. 

This report would hardly be complete without allusion to 
the excellent character of all the work, and to the uniform 
courtesy with which the several contractors have received 
every suggestion which has from time to time been made, 
and the desire manifested by them to make everything en- 
tirely satisfactory to those in charge. 

It is also a pleasure to refer to the careful supervision of 
our architect, who has been ready at all times to devote hours 
to personal inspection and conference, and who has from the 
beginning to the end displayed more than a professional in- 
terest in the success of the undertaking. |

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


BROOKLINE, February 1, 1889. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library :— 

GENTLEMEN,— The librarian’s annual report, for the year 
ending January 31, 1889, is herewith most respectfully sub- 
mitted — being the seventeenth which it has been my privi- 
lege to lay before your board. _ 

By reason of the changes in the working force in the early 
part, and the inconvenience and disorder incident to the ex- 
tensive additions and alterations in our building in the latter 
part, our whole year’s work has been accomplished under 
such great disadvantage that it calls for, and will meet, I am 
sure, the kindly consideration and forbearance of your board, 
as well as of the public at large, should any shortcomings 
have manifested themselves. 

The patience of our daily patrons has undoubtedly been 
taxed severely at times, but always unavoidably and quite 
as much to our regret as to their own, and I am sure I voice 
the feeling of the majority when I say that, barring the noise 
and dust, which we could not control, and the delays in find- 
ing books displaced by the exigencies of the hour, we have 
succeeded in keeping the wheels moving with as little fric- 
tion as possible. 


Condition of the Library. 


The library has been virtually in the hands of the builders 
for the greater part of the year. Thousands of books have 
been displaced either temporarily or permanently, by the 
requirements of building, many of them having lain upon the 
gallery floors for months, while others have been piled in odd 
corners, stranded and homeless until they can be moved into 
their new quarters.

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When the dust is shaken off our books, I think we shall 
find them otherwise uninjured and in their usual state of 
preservation and repair, except in the case of the old leather 
bindings in the periodical alcoves where the effect of the lime 
seems to have been that of the disastrous ‘* last straw ”— lit- 
erally breaking the backs of many of the older magazines 
and to such an extent that whole series will require imme- 
diate rebinding. 

With these exceptions our entire collection of 43,756 vols. 
may be regarded as satisfactory, and the coming year will, I 
trust, see them all thoroughly renovated and rearranged. 


Accessions. 


The statistics gathered from the accession catalogue and 
the periodical schedules are as follows :— number of books 
purchased 700, number given 338, number of periodicals 
made up into volumes 68,—making a total addition of 1,106 
volumes. Of this number 47 vols. were bought to replace 
worn-out books, and 3 more were replaced by individuals, 
thus making 50 replacements and leaving a net gain of 1,056 
volumes. Among them are many valuable works whose 
titles oceur either in the Gardner and Hall Fund lists, or in 
the general list of accessions for the year. | Appendixes B., 
C. and D.] 

It is my pleasant duty to call attention to the long list of 
friends to whom acknowledgement is due for their numerous 
and valuable gifts, and from among them to cull the names 
of Mrs. E. P. Denny, the late Mrs. George Griggs, Mrs. 
Amos A. Lawrence, and the late Miss Lucy Ann Potter, 
among the ladies; Col. Geo. N. Carpenter, Hon. Theodore 
Lyman, and Charles S. Sargent, among our townsmen ; and 
the various departments of the United States government, 
as being specially noteworthy for the number and value of 
their gifts. 

Circulation. 


The administration of the circulating department has suf- 
fered most from the disturbed condition of the library for the 
past six months or more, its work having been accomplished 
under most adverse conditions, yet the results of the whole 
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year give little evidence of these difficulties, our daily aver- 
age for home circulation proving higher than last year; and 
were it not for the change in the reference department, 
which precludes any registration of the use of the books 
placed in the reading-room for free consultation, and the 
further fact that our rooms have been so long unfavorable 
to quiet study during the daytime, Iam confident that our 
record of books used in the building would have exceeded 
anything heretofore reported, and I base my assertion upon 
a knowledge of the fact that the number of inquirers has 
been constantly increasing during the year. 

Something of the character of the home circulation may 
be gathered from the following statistics which are condensed 
from the recently inaugurated monthly reports, and which 
cover the four months from Oct., 1888, to Jan., 1889 :—

The library has been open 306 days, and the sum of its 
circulation reaches 44,637 volumes for home use, and (so 
far as recorded) 7,379 volumes for use in the library, 
whole amounting to a total use of 52,016 volumes for the 
year, at a daily average of 146 on home use, and 170 on 
the whole circulation. The largest daily issue occurred 
April 21, when 300 volumes were registered, and the week 
ending March 24, has the best weekly record, showing 1,060 
volumes delivered. 

Out of this large number of loans only two volumes have 
been absolutely lost, and about twenty-five or thirty cases of 
abuse have been detected and fined. 
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Four hundred and forty-five (445) new names have been 
added to the card registry during the year, making 3,008 
cards issued to date, representing as many card-holders, but 
by no means an equal number of constant users of the library. 

A further item of this department is the sending of 3,558 
notices on overdue books, upon which fines to the amount of 
$149.90 have been collected. 


The Reading-Room. 


Marked changes and improvements have taken place in 
the appointments of this room, notably in the new cases of 
reference books placed conveniently and freely at the dis- 
posal of the public, with two small tables for the special use 
of those who consult these books; a change so generally 
' acceptable to the public that one would suppose that nothing 
but careful usage and perfect security of the books could be 
possible, but I regret to report that a volume has been stolen 
from one of the cases during the past week, and several 
others show signs of very careless handling. 

The new racks that have been introduced upon the tables 
permit a better arrangement of the magazines and leave more 
space for the weekly and daily papers, as well as freer use 
of the tables for purposes of reading and study, and they 
prove a welcome relief from the former overcrowded state 
of the tables. 

A year rarely goes by without some increase in the 
reading-room literature, and the present forms no exception 
to the rule. Several new subscriptions have been added 
recently to our already long list, including the ‘* Boston 
Post”. (daily), ‘*‘ London Times” (weekly), copies of 
‘¢ Life,” «* Puck,” ‘* Dial,” and the ‘* Helping Hand.” 

The patronage of the reading-room has been steadily 
increasing for several years and bids fair at times to over- 
run our present accommodations. 


Other Improvements. 
When we shall have entered upon the full results of this 
year’s completed and projected improvements our library 
will possess not only a fine new book hall in addition to the 
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old, but the entire building will be heated by steam and 
lighted by electricity ; a new counter will grace the waiting- 
room, over which a full view of the library interior may be 
enjoyed, and all the discomforts of the year will be forgotten 
in a pardonable pride in the new order of things. 


In Conclusion 


I beg to record my grateful recognition of the patience 
and fidelity which has marked the course of my assistants 
through the difficult year now happily closed, and to hope 
that their service may prove equally acceptable to the 
Trustees.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 





The Park Commissioners respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report: 

At the annual meeting of 1882 forty thousand dollars 
were appropriated for the purchase of land for Riverdale 
Park, and we have received from the sale of old buildings 
five hundred and eleven dollars, making the total amount 
available, $40,511. 

We have acquired, by purchase and otherwise, one mil- 
lion one hundred and eleven thousand six hundred and | 
ninety-eight (1,111,698) feet of land, or about twenty-six 
acres, for which we have paid $41,074, an average of about 
38, cents per foot, the Commissioners having advanced 
the sum required over and above the appropriation for the 
purpose of securing the last piece of land offered them, with 
the expectation that the town would reimburse them by an 
additional appropriation at the next meeting. 

There still remain to be acquired, according to the origi- 
nal plan, about 57,000 feet of land. 

The Assessors’ valuation of this land, and the buildings 
thereon, has been increased from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent since our first estimates were made, and its cost will be 
from eight to ten thousand dollars. 

At the meeting of Noy. 8th, 1888, the town voted :— 


‘That the Park Commissioners be requested to report to the town 
whether the Brookline portion of the Parkway can be constructed inde- 
pendently of Boston, what the estimated cost of such construction may 
be, and what legislation, if any, is needed in the premises.” 


In answer to the first question, we have to say that we see 
no reason why a large part of the work cannot be done 
without the codperation of the city; but in several places, 
particularly on the easterly side of Pond Avenue, the 
boundary line between the city and the town is so near the 
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line of the street, that we may find it necessary to ask for 
special legislation for changing it before construction is 
begun. 

As will be seen from the accompanying letter of Messrs. 
F. L. & J. C. Olmsted, they are at present engaged upon a 
reconsideration of the plan of the Parkway, and also upon 
specifications and details of its cost to the town. Until this 
plan and specifications are fully matured, we are unable to 
give any definite answers to the second and third questions.

To the Brookline Park Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,—Under your instructions we are engaged in a reconsidera- 
tion of the plan of the Parkway where it falls within the territory of 
Brookline, and in elaborating more detailed drawings with a view toa 
more definite estimate of cost than has hitherto been practicable. A full 
report of the matter is not now possible, but it may be stated that the 
leading purpose of the proposed modification is to provide for the intro- 
duction of a line of street cars which it is thought will in the near future — 
be necessary to the convenience of residents of the southern part of the 
town. Should provisions not be made for this purpose before work on 
the Parkway is advanced, the probability is that the public demand would 
compel the town to allow rails to be afterwards laid upon the single com- 
paratively narrow wheelway of the original design. This could not be 
done without botching the plan badly, nor without greatly injuring the 
road for driving use. 

It has been thought best that, as a rule, the rails should not be on the 
wheelway but on astrip of turf, much upon the plan now satisfactorily 
realized in Beacon Street, and that there should be two wheelways, one to 
be devoted to ordinary street traffic and to access to the houses facing 
upon it, and the other on the water side, separated from the traffic road 
by the rails and by trees and turf, to be reserved exclusively for pleasure 
driving. 

In order to avoid obliging the town to pay for the land needed for this 
more liberal arrangement, land is proposed to be gained by filling out upon 
the space before allowed for the pond. 
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The original plan would have required land to be taken on the west side 
of Pond Avenue which, since the design was made, has had several houses 
placed upon it. The revised plan will effect a considerable saving by ren- 
dering it unnecessary to take these properties. 

We are also aiming to shape a project to be submitted to you for the 
improvement of the plan in the vicinity of Longwood and Chapel stations. 
An objection to the original plan and to existing arrangements is that ac- 
cess to neither of these stations is at present safe or convenient. Another 
is that it is very undesirable that there should remain asmall body of land, 
between the railroad and parkway land, as was originally, from motives 
of economy, thought necessary. Buildings upon this land, unless kept 
very low, would be excessively conspicuous and there is no way in which 
an occupation of the ground that would be: seriously offensive to people 
on the adjoining pleasure roads and walks can be guarded against while 
it remains in private hands. We hope to find it practicable to frame a 
proposition that will obtain your favor for modifying the objectionable 
circumstances thus referred to.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE IMPROVEMENT 
OF THE BROOKLINE AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 


The Committee on the improvement of the Brookline 
Avenue Playground beg leave to make their final report. 


Your Committee procured the fillmg needed to complete 
the grading of the playground at fifty-five cents per cubic 
yard, the price paid in 1887. 

After filling the surface to grade, the whole was covered 
with loam to the depth of one foot and sodded down. In 
purchasing loam the Committee took what was offered on 
the ground, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per cubic 
yard, subject to the engineer's approval and allowance for 
shrinkage. This was considered a better method than pur- 
chasing the whole of one person. 

Two rows of American .elm trees were set out on three 
sides of the playground, and three rows of evergreens were 
set out on the side adjoining the railroad. Along the line of 
Aspinwall and Brookline Avenues, the outer rows of trees 
were placed ten feet back from the street, and the inner 
row thirty-seven feet back. The trees were placed sixty 
feet apart in the rows, those in the inner rows being opposite 
the centres of the spaces in the outer rows, and no tree nearer 
than forty feet to any other. The same arrangement of trees 
was made on the side adjoining the school-yard. Iron tree 
guards were placed around the elm trees. The work is now 
finished and the playground may be used the coming sum- 
mer; but we would suggest that the appropriation for the 
care of public grounds for the coming year, should be large 
enough to cover the expense of rolling and reseeding the 
grounds where necessary.

The Assessors of Brookline respectfully present their an- 
nual report for the year 1888. 

After duly notifying the inhabitants by notices posted in 
conspicuous places and printed in the Brookline Chroni- 
cle, the Assessors proceeded to visit every domicile, leaving 
the legal notice to tax payers, and making note of changes 
and values of real estate. They found gratifying evidence 
in the large number of new residences, many of them elegant 
and costly, that the anticipated growth of the town is be- 
ing fully realized, while the sales of real estate, especially 
in the vicinity of the new avenue, show a large increase in 
vulues, and the extensive improvements projected indicate 
a much greater increase in the coming year. 

While the amount raised by assessment is considerably in 
excess of that of the preceding year, it was not found neces- 
sary to increase the rate, and it is hoped that the growth of 
the town in the coming future will more than keep pace 
with its necessary expenses, so that a reduction of tax rate 
may reasonably be expected. 

Herewith is presented a condensed statement of taxation, 
together with a table of aggregates of debt, expenditures, 
valuation and rate up to the present time.
